It is assrr.ied that United State.? 
.Secretary of State Root must hav^ sat- 
isfied himself that a considerable 
change liaa talien place In the minds 
of senators since the senate practical- 
ly defeated the attempt of Secretary 
Hay to concliKle a treaty about three 
years ago. Because of the courtesy 
due to the senate the stale dopartment 
is obliged to refuse any information 
as to Ihe scope or details of tho trea- 
ty signed ye.sterday, but it is gener- 
ally believed that in principle tlie now 
convention Is sitnilaT to that produced 
by Secretary Hay and Sir Ivlortiinor 
Diirand, tho Brltlah nnibas.'iador, In 
AVashinjjton, on December 12, 1904. 
This Hay-Durand treaty was regarded 
as a type, and when it had been per- 
fected Secreta/y Hay . immediately en- 
tered Into similar arrangeineritr.i.wlth 
a nviml?er ;ot."other powers 'tJ»4n''Great 
Britain. .iEheae , also came -to. nothing 
because of^Jthejinalst^nce.jOf ithe sen- 
ate upon an amendment which was 
regarded by the executive as comiilete- 
ly defeating tlio purpose of the treaty. 
The amendment con.sisted in the sub- 
stitution of the word "treaty" for the 
■yvord "agreement," and- the effect of 
this was to reqalre the contracting 
powers before appeal ins the ca,so to 
arbitration to conclude a .'special trea- 
ty in each case, clearly deflni]iB tho 
matter in dispute and the ])owers of 
arbitration and other particular.s that 
made It necessary to submit to tho 
ratification of tlie senate a special 
convention every time a mattev wa.'; 
to be arbitrated, and conseqirontly 
completely inverted the purpo!3e of tho 
original treaty, which was to provide 
tor an automatic and general arbitra- 
tion of all differences between the two 
countries. 

So under Mi\ Hay's advice the presi- 
dent dropped the. treaties arid did not 
even attempt to . follow the other 
course of accepting the senate amend- 
ment.

Incurred fltefamounting to ?2, 000, 000, 
or, in dcfail 1,401 years and two 
montiis' linpAininent," declared tho 
state's attorni in the criminal divi- 
sion of Berlllcounty,, court, in tho 
case against Co Hugo for breach of 
the law of Aust 10, .prohibiting the 
sale of iioii-F.s.sian [lottery tickets 
within Pruysiaicrritory. 

Paragraph 1 the Indictment says 
any 'person suEatod (in any way of 
the sale or ofttig o£' lottery tickets 
Is liable to ft \. "j'rtging from ?25; 
to 5250 in eachov,{^rt Instance. Otto 
Hugo had reeeii un order from a 
Copenhagen firnj uddress and send 
out 100,000 cnvijoH communicating 
circulars relutinto a so-called co- 
lonial lottery, wh. afterwards proved 
to be a swindle, e issued 40,000 of 
the circulars unseveral recipients 
made complaint the authorities. 

On., the hearln of the charges 
brought by the pic prosecutor, the 
states attorney, adtlrcsiiiig tlie 
court, pleaded tliati e.^amnle should 
be made, and the aised fined $50 for 
each offense, inaklij, total of $2,000,- 
000. He demanded It as the accused 
had n'o means to poie should be sen- 
tenced la default tc day's imprison- 
ment for each $3,75 tlie fine, whicli 
would work altoget to a sentence 
of 1,4G1 year.s, two intlis and a few 
days. 

Tho court, howovcdocided that as 
the circulars had uboen issued in 
two days, and thu.'cchnlcaHy only 
two offenses were niiiitted, a fine 
of $375, or, in dofai loo days' im- 
prisonment, would ttn tlie defendant 
a lesson. Tho stai attorney en- 
tered an objection toe court's read- 
ing of the law.

Ottawa, Fob. 11.— In the House of 
Commons today Mr. Lake brought up 
tho question of seeil grain for the 
northwest. In looking 6'^er the regu- 
lations Mr. Lake stated that he noticed 
tliH^ the time for repayment of the 
.grain w-as only one year. It should be 
made three. Prices 'for seed grain in 
the west ranged from 90 cents to $1 per 
bushel. One year's crop had to pro- 
vide for two years' expenses, and 
would leave the conditions at the end 
of the year almost as bad as at pre- 
sent. Mr. Lake hoped tho report that 
the provincial governments were going 
to take chattel mortgages on tho ef- 
fects of those to whom tho money was 
advanced Was ill-founded. Mr. Lake 
was of the opinion that there sliould 
bo no opening for petty tyranny in the 
distribution of the money, but ,that a 
thorough division should be made. He 
closed by moving in amendment that 
the repayments should bo made In three 
annual instalments, instead of one 
year, and that any person desiring to 
pay up earlier should he allov/od to 
do so. 

In reply Mr. Oliver said it was not 
seriously unfair that a settler should 
be expected to repay tho advance out 
of the crop grown from the seed. The 
provincial governments had to repay 
the,. p.pmlpion at the end of the year, 
otherwise: the amount would bo detiuct- 
ea«from -the' subsidies. Therefore it was 
right .:that.:the settler should repay in 
a4tiveii)erlpd.

BILL TO REGULATE 
TRADING IN WHEAT 



Important Changes in Regard 
to Grain Exchange Are 
Proposed 



Columbus, Feb. 11. — The result of 
tho Republican primaries held today 
was for William H. Taft. Four dele- 
gates at large and twenty-two dis- 
trict delegates to tlic national conven- 
tion In Chicago and the list of dele- 
gates to the state convention to be 
held on March 3 will be unanln;iously 
in favor of Taft. 

Hardin county held tio primaries. No 
opposition worth mentioning developed 
during tho day. Tho supreme court 
destroyed all chances of succcs,s by tho 
Forakcr eloment In Cayuga county by 
declaring that tho Taft county com- 
mission was tho only valid organiza- 
tion of its kind in that county, and 
tlio selection of the delegation went by 
default, no ticket being placed in the 
field against the Taft candidates. 

In Knox county tho opiiositlon to 
Taft had brought an independent ticket 
into tlio field, tho independents, bow- 
ever, iK'in.g all Forakor men. 'J'he Taft 
men won easily, tho vote being about 
four to Olio in thoir favor. Actual vot- 
ing for the delegates to tho convention 
was carried on in but 35 of the total 
of 88 counties in the state, the Taft 
delegates in 52 counties hai.'Ing no op- 
position, and their names being simply 
certified as having been elected. No 
vote being taken in Hardin county, it 
was tho general bellot that tho voto 
would bo cast in 30 counties, but the 
failure of the Forakor mciito bring 
out an opposition ticket In Cuyahoga 
county reduced the number by one.

The amended bill, provides^ that im- 
mediately after passing any proposed 
bylaw, rule or regulation the exchange 
shall publlsli the same in the Manitoba 
Gazette, *'ad shall also send a copy 
to the president of tlic Grain Growers' 
association. The exchange must admit 
to full membership and privileges of 
any reputable person. Any person re- 
jected for membership may appeal to 
a judge of the King's bench. 

Tho exchange mu.st impose no re- 
strictions upon any members in re- 
spect of p.rice to be paid or amount of 
commission to be jiaid, or a,s to agree- 
ments or arrangements between mem5 
bers, except that In trading with each 
other the following r,ates of the com- 
mission will apply; ■ One cent per 
bushel on wheat, three-quarters of a 
cent on barlej', one-half cent on oats 
and one cent on flax. The exchange 
must provide ample facilities for the 
public during trading liours and must 
not charge more than $2,500 member- 
ship fee or place any limitation on 
membership.

Nine iVlen Killed by Exoloslon in a

Vaudreuil, Que., Feb. 11. — Two build- 
ings belonging to tho Standard Explo- 
sive cjiiipany at Ilo Perrot, near hero, 
wcxc wrecked by an explosion this af- 
ternoon and nine employees killed. 

The victims aro: Robillard, Boyon, 
Moyeau, Monaud, Itousoau, Lafranco, 
Degault, Payant and Dumbray. 

All the victims were blown to pieces, 
'fho explosion occurred in two small 
buildings which contained nltro-gly- 
cerlne. All of the men, except Boyon, 
were married, with families, and were 
residents of 'Vaudreuil. The cause of 
the explosion is bo far unknown, 



British Columbia's Natal act is now ' 
in force. Tho measure, which provides -' 
that no Asiatic save he who can pass 
an educational test, may be admitted to 
the province, formally became law 
yesterday when His Honor Lieutenant- 
Governor James Dunsmuir, attended b.v 
his secretaries, Messrs. Muskett and 
Bromley, entered the legislature cham- 
ber, seated himself in the chair which 
the speaker vacated and gave his as- 
sent to the enactment of the bill. it 
was tho lirst upon the list of 'eleven 
bills which were read out In due order 
by the clerk of the house and so quick- 
ly was the ceremony over that tho 
members hardly realized the signifi- 
cance of tho ceremony. There was no 
applause. j

Tl'e lirst 
bill discussed Is the act of British Co- 
lumbia excluding Chinamen and Ja- 
panese from the provincial franchise;

that oven if it were intra ilres it 
should be disallowed. (Hear, ihear.)

time strenuous work as the trackmen 
on our railways. (Hear, hear.) And 
particularly, sir, is this the case witli 
tlnise who are employed on the roads 
which pass through tho mountains of 
Britisli Columbia. (Plear, bear.) It 
is quite true that the C. P. R. employ 
a largo number of aliens as trackmen, 
but, sir, this Is also true with respect 
to every transcontinental line. (Hear, 
hear.) The Great Northern, I believe, 
almost wholly employs Japanese on 
its mountain sections, and I think that 
the .^amo remark applies to the Nor- 
thern Pacific. 

Well, sir, this is hardly a matter 
whicli is gcrmain to tho subject be- 
fore tlie Ikuiso this afternoon, and It 
Is further an is.sue with which this 
house could not grapple. (Hear, 
hear.) The Donilnion railway coin- 
inis-sion is, sir, in control of the C. P.

Hon. Mr. McBrlde.— Yes, riegdtlaiiions 
which are directly In the Interests of 
the people of British Columbia.'

HOUSEHOLDERS REMAIN 
AS FIRST DEFINED 

Municipal Committee is. Pro- 
ceeding With Consideration 
of Election Clauses Bill 



The munlolpal committee niet yes- 
terday morning- and proceeded with 
the consideration ol! tlie bill amending 
and consoiiilatinif the Municipal .Elec- 
tions Act, clause by clau.se. Tho lir.st 
twenty clauses have been iiassed. 
Some wiirely technical amendments 
have been suggested \nd referred to 
the deputy attorney-gtnerai for con- 
sideration. 

The dorinltlon o£ householder as 
contained in the bill has ; passed 
though. There was a movement to 
strike out the words which pri»vent 
persons qualifying, by the payment of 
water rates or taxes or liberise fees 
for dogs, but it did not meet with the 
committee's approval. 

The ■ dennitlon is as follows: 
"Householder" shall extend to and in- 
clude any person of the full ar^ of 
twenty-one years who occupies a 
dwelling, tenement, hotel or boarding- 
house, or any portion of a dwelllng- 
liouse, tenement, hotel or boarding- 
house, and \vlK) sh.i.iU, unless exempt- 
ed by the provisions of the proviso at 
the end oC sub-secUon (117) of sec- 
tion 50 of chai)ter 32 of the Statutes 
of 1900, being the Muuiciiial Clauses 
Act, luivo paid directly to the munici- 
pality all rates, taxes or assessments, 
which are not chargeable on land, of 
not less than two dollars, duo to the 
municipality for tho current year, 
other than water rates or taxes or 
licence fees for dogs, • '

You are reported in the Victoria 
ColonL^t of February 4th as .laying in 
the house regarding tl;is company: 
"Wo also find that thi^ir capital stock, 
which in the first place was three and 
a half million dollars, today is repre- 
sented by the magnificent sum of six 
and a half millions, owing principally 
to the amount of money wiuch has 
boon placed to the credit of rest ac- 
count." There has iseen no addition 
to what represents the capital stock 
from earnings in all the history of the 
undertaking except the sum of three 
hundred and fifty three thousand dol- 
lars. The reserve fund is. entirely 
made up of payments by the 'share- 
holders in cash preniiuni, for stock 
'purchased. The dlvldeind "at the rate 
of ten per cent, paid Is equal for the 
most part to four pei: cent, on the 
amount ^Id into, the' treasury for 
stock. Tou were made aware of these 
facts by the memorandum which I 
sent you on Saturday, Januairy ,26th, 
and which you .said you .s,ubmIttp{j"'to' 
the government. Ih fairness to this 
'company; perhaps you will read this 
statement' to the house.

Leaders in Dominion IVlove- 
ment Teil of Need of Ag- 
, . gressiv,e!.C,ampaign

The campaign being Instituted by the 
Young Men's Christian Association in 
this city for a now building commen- 
surate with the needs of this city, was 
given a further impetu.'j last evening 
when a business men's reception was 
held In tlie a. soclation rooms on Broad 
street to allow o£ the leading busl- 
nes.s men of the city the opportunity 
of meeting two of tlio foremost Y.M.C. 
A. workers in the Dominion. D. A| 
Budge, for tho past thlrty-Uve years 
secretary of the Montreal association, 
and C. R. SaycTs, lield .secretary of the 
association, who has been touring the 
west giving advice and assisting in the 
building fund movement, were pre- 
sented to the local business "men and 
outlined the campaign which has been 
conducted elsevyhere on behalf of build- 
ing movements. 

There were about forty represen- 
tative business men of 'the city pre- 
sent at the reception and as a result 
of tho addrc.s.scs of I^lr. Budge, and Mr. 
Sayors. it is confidently hoped that the 
campaign whicli it is proposed to in- 
stitute in Victoria for a now building 
and up-to-date equipment will have 
been effectually furthered by last 
night's meeting. 

Doing a Great Work. 

President A. W. McCurdy occupied 
the seat at the head of the table. On 
his right sat Mr. Budge and Mr. Sayer 
and on his left Rev. G. W. Dean. The 
board of directors of the association 
was well rciirescnted. Precisely at 
7 o'clock, at the conclusion of the tea, 
Mr. McCurdy called the meeting to 
ordor. Tills was the first time he had 
taken a prominent part in the worlc 
of the association'^ since ■ his arrival 
from his eastern trip, and he was 
heartily greeted. He commented on 
the educational value of his trip and 
his visit to various Y.M.C.A. associa- 
tions. He spent a month in Wash- 
ington, D.C., where he had an oppor- 
tunity of studying the $500,000 build- 
ing tliere erected by the Y.M.C.A., the 
association work there yearly requir- 
ing the expenditure of $70,000, and he 
was led to realize that the association 
movement on this continent was as- 
suming vast proportions. 

A feature of the AVashlngton meeting 
of tile associations of North Amreica 
was an address delivered by P. S. 
Brockman, of China, which revealed' 
the great work of the association in 
tiiat country. Mr. McCurdy declared 
that these phases of the Y.M.C.A. 
work made lilm realize the cosmopoli- 
tan significance of the association en- 
deavor, and he was glad to welcome 
such men as Mr.' Budge, and., Mr..., Say- 
ers to the>c6uridlls -of 'rtne locai asso- 
ciation. ■ 

Great Growth of Y.M.C.A. 

Mr. Budge commented on the beau- 
tiful situation of Victoria and the 
growth and development of tho pro- 
vince .since his .first visit bfiro twenty 
years ago. 'One of the most, satlsfac- 
lopy features of'the development of the 
Y.M.C.A. work Is that In the last seven 
years $30,000,000 has been raised lor 
association work, buildings and equip- 
ment. Last year alone lifty-seven 
buildings had been opened, practically 
one. building evory week. In Canada 
the movement is rapidly growing, and 
new buildings are everywhere being 
erected. The province he rojjresented, 
Quebec, being largely a French popu- 
lation, has only tliree associations, but 
recently at Shorbrooke, a city of a 
population of 14,000, of which 7,000 
are Freneh, over $32,000 was raised 
within fourteen days for the complete 
equipment of a building, and tho first 
cash subscription had been given by 
the French C^atliolic society. i\Iontreal 
Is now planning a new half-million 
dollar building; Ottawa has i-aised 
$200,000, largely from young men. In 
this Ottawa campaign 4,000 people 
gave subscriptions. 

In the railroad department of tho 
work great good was being accom- 
plished during the past few years. In 
conversation with C. M. Hays, presi- 
dent of tlie G.T.P., Mr. Budge received 
tho promise that the choicest lot in 
Prince Rupert would be set aside for 
the Y.JI.C.A. b'jilding, Mr. Budge 
outlined the value of th^s new building 
campaign in the middle west of Can- 
ada, and mentioned the fact that one 
hundred and twelve of these rajiid 
campaigns for largo sums for now 
buildings have been put through in tho 
last two years and in only one case 
was there failure to raise the money 
in a given time, that was at Port- 
land, Ore., and tliere only because 
there was not time enough but v/hen 
more time was given the necessary 
amount was raised. 

Victoria Should Lead. 

Mr. Budge felt that Victoria, as the 
capital of the province, should lead in 
this work. Sucii a building would 
prove a civic as.sct besides providing 
a home, exercise and training for the 
young men, would work wonders for 
the city and have a great influence 
upon the entire province. Mr. Budge 
outlined the plans . adopted in these 
great linancial campaigns and recom- 
mended them to the favorable consid- 
eration of tho local association. 

Mr. Sayer, who was next introduced 
by tho chairman, in a pithy, and •prac- 
ticable address, emphasized tlfe need 
In these campaign methods' of educa- 
tion, co-operation, concentration, or- 
ganization, in.splration and perspir.a- 
tlon. He mentioned tlio fact that in 
London, England, a million dollar 
])uildlng proposition ha.s just been 
started and the Intention is to erect 
a tremendous building with every 
equipment, in commemoration of the 
imnder of tlie Y.M.C.A,, Sir George 
Williams. Mr. Sayers thouglit the 
time has come when Victoria might 
stop talking about this building pro- 
uosltion and begin actual work towards

More Popular Than Ever. 

C. H. Lygrlri expressed hla entire 
sympathy with Vthei : m and 
stated that'^the.':y.M.C/A;'fv locally was 
more popular . than .evei; , before; that 
the work: being' 'done' at' 'the pj-ostnt 
time was causing.

Capt, James Downey, add two men 
who were wteoked on Allan's island, 

which lies oli 'BiirroWS island, near 

Anacortes, were castaways for four 
days during tho past week. Thoy 
were taking the schooner Bessie to 
Seattle for Mr. Gassaway, who has 
been using her to supply mines owned 
in this province. The schooner was 
becalmed most of Sunday afternoon 
off Allan's island and during the night 
the strong tide caught the vessel and 
carried It on to the reef. The three 
men aboard the little craft had a nar- 
row escape from drowning, as tlie 
schooner filled and they were obllgedu 
to go over the side In the darkness. 
They swam to the beach of the Island, 
a distance of about a hundred feet, 
but tho swift current and the coldness 
of the Water made their swim -a 
dangerous one.

CEMENT Mp.USES ... 

_ A paragraph Bppeii'?,d ';ln the papers 
a 'month or two.ago'telUrtg that Edi- 
son was preparing plans for the erec- 
tion of cement houses for workingmen 
in twenty-four hours, at a very mod- 
cratei expen^g. .i/lr. -.B^ispnfrh^s very 
recently m&de nts method r/iibiic, and 
it I is somewhat different from what 
people were led to suppose from the 
first statement. He does hot propose 
to erect any kind of a house that a 
woikingman may need, but houses of 
;a particular patte;rn, atijij ,>vhlle they 
may 'lie put up. In"'ifwenty-f6ur hours, 
they are not going to bo ready for oc- 
cupation in that brief period. In brief, 
this Is the method: Ho makes niolds 
of thin steel, niokel-ooat'ed ^ptthe in- 
side to ., preserve the iptefai. These 
molds are set up, and they form a com- 
plete house, even to the chimneys, fire- 
places, partitions and ornamentation. 
When the molds .are ,ln position, the 
cement. is driven into them by a force 
pump, the effort beittg to .fcet it In as 
n'ulckly as possible so that no part of 
It shall begin to set before the remain- 
der, and thus prevent uniformity in 
external appearance. To put up the 
molds and pump in the - cement will 
take a day, iand a week will be required 
for the cement to set. Then the molds 
are removed and a house ready for 
occupation, absolutely fire-proof, is the 
result. The painting or papering of 
the walls is a matter for tl)e .occupant 
td decide upon later. The toolds fur 
a worklngmiin's houfee of seven' rooms, 
with a pretty approach and vestibule, 
will cost jL'.'i.OOO, and Mr. Edison esti- 
mates that they can be set up,, tlie ce- 
i-Aent can be pumped in and the mohUi 
taken down, so as to leave the house 
ready to bo occupied, for SI, 000 at 
I'jastern prices. He will protect his 
Iiiau by a patent, but will permit It to 
bo used witiiout any cIiiLrge by resrion- 
slblo contractors. He says that he bo- 
came convinced, some time ago that 
it was necessary to provide cheaper 
Iiomes for workiugmen, -vvhere llioy 
could have some privacy and comforts, 
and be got out of thp slums. Wood is 
becoming too expensive for building 
purposes in the East, and the methods 
of using cement as at present em- 
ployed are too ('ostly. He think.s Ills 
plan will l(-ad to tho huUding of jiun- 
dreds of homes for workingmon in 
suburban districts, and witli u good 
system of cheap and rapid transit, will 
solve one of the worst dlfllcuUles at- 
tendant upon the hiving of people in 
great cities. 



MR. GRIGG'S REPORT 

In .September, 1906, :\Ir. Richard 
Origg was sent out to Canada as "ii 
special commissioner of tUe Advisory 
Comnjlttea of nhe' Boara oif Trade on 
Commercial Development." He spent 
considerable time in tho Dominion, 
visiting all the centres of business and 
observing conditions throughout the 
country generally. His report has boon 
presented to the British Parliament, 
and is a large and-yalut(,ble compilation 
of facts bearing "on ''trade ■ between 
Canada and the United Kingdom. AVo 
think it is easily the best thing of it.s 
kind that has been prepDred. A fo-\\- 
weeks ago the4elegrams gave a synop- 
sis of 'the clilef points made In the' let- 
ter to th^:^ president of the Board ot 
Trade, wWilfi' accompanied tho report, 
but this gave very little idea of th.o 
Ihoroughnes.s witli which Jfr. Grigg 
discharged his difficult task. His data 
fill 117 pages of . {a ' blutf • book, eacli 
page containing :qulte| as; much as two 
pages of ai'veftnadlari blue book, nnrt 
they exhibit '•'great*!,cilre with a view 
to securing accuracy. It would bo une- 
less to attcnipt In a newspaper article 
to Humniarl',50 what ho set.s forth, but 
the principal poltils In his "conelualons 



and recommendatlonp" may be given. 
These may be thus stated: 
: The geographlcaVpositlonvof iOanada 
gives 'tlie mariufacturers'fe 
States two advantages, namoly, (julck- 
. iie.ss of access to ' Canadian custom- 
ers and relief from specialliiinB to 
meet Canadian reciuiremonts. Cau;^.' 
adians use nuicli tho same classes , of; 
articles as tlie people. tof.^tha ;CJnlteil, 
States,' whereas'" in j-^oi7ie •illnfts ■ it Is 
necessary for Brltlsh".''maAufactui-nr3 
to make .special goodSi^for Ca ladiaii 
consumption. ', 

Britain is Canacfa's best customer, 
and this fact, taken in connection with 
the Canadian preference on British 
goods, "Is ot undoubted value to Brit- 
ish Imports, given eciual skill and 
energy in business conduct," 

Canadian manufacturers arc rapidly 
becothing seriojusi x^tnpeMtors, -with 
tho ^e In the ij«lte~d''ifcingiclbnrj arid the 
Ui.,ted States. Mr. Grlgg recommends 
that British capitalists ought not to 
permit United States capitalists to se- 
cure control of tho manufacturing field 
in Canada;' " lie say's thiSt "122 United 
States manufacturing houses have 
branch plants in Canada. 

British trade with Canada can ho 
increased by'i prQ/jio'ting' cheap trans- 
portation and communication, by the 
closer study of the Caijadlan market, 
by British manufacturers familiarizing 
themselves with Canadian conditions 
by personal visits to tlie country, by 
the production of such articles as Can- 
adians want (Mr. Grigg says that it is 
no use for British manufacturers to 
endeavor to convince Canadians that 
they ought to buy ^vliat they do not 
want, especi.Tlly as tliey can get in 
the United States ,iust what they, do 
want), by adopting Canadian stand- 
ards in sizes, the reference being jiar- 
ticularly to iron and steel; by ju- 
dicious and more detailed advertising; 
by keoiiing well informed as to tho 
credit of Caiiiidian buyers and arrang- 
ing that terms of credit may be more 
elastic than has been customary. 

The United Iviugdoni ought to main- 
tain in Canada a corns of coninn rciai 
corrc:;pcndeiils, who could do for the 
British manufacturer what the United 
States consuls do tor tho manufactur- 
ers of file latter country. 

It is very likely that tiie last recom- 
mendation, wiiich is the only one upon 
which the British government can act 
at present, wdil be carried into effect, 
and the lione of Canadians Is that his 
other suggestions will not fall upon 
deaf ears. The people of this country 
would prefer to trade with the United 
Kingdom, other things' being equal, 
l)ut they cannot be expected to buy 
goods that are not what they want, 
simply because tliey are of British 
origin, when they can procure from 
their, next door neighbor articles of 
the class to which they are a.cpuatomcd.

If the shade of George Brown 
ever revisits tho pale glimpses of the 
moon in tho nelghb(n-hood of Hamilton, 
It must be shocked at tho level to 
Whlcli Liberalism has fallen. 



A correspondent complains that the 
proposed extension of the Spring Rldgo 
car lino will occupy too much of a 
narrow street It is very unfortun- 
ate that those who laid out some parts 
of A^ictoria seem to have had In mind 
a city where everything would lie car- 
ried in, wheelbarrows. In most cases 
a rentedy would be very costly, A)ut 
in new subdivisions it is to be honied 
that the errors of the past will be 
avoided. 



It Is estimated that in Winnipeg 
tiiere are sufficient actions brought by 
tlie Lord'.^ Day Alliance now in sight 
to keep tho court ))nsy for ono year.

THE IMMIQRATIOK ,BILJ- 

The Immigration Bill, having been' 
assented to by the Ijieutenant-Govcr- 
nor yesterday, Is now the law of 
British Columbia, and as British Co- 
lumbia occupies the whole western sea- 
board of Canada, it practically applies 
to all IninTigration seeking entrance to 
the Dominion by way "of the Pacific^l 
How far its iipplication will bear upon 
Cliinesc and .Ta.panese or Indeec'i upon ! 
any persons whatever is a iiuostlon on j 
which the courts will doubtless be call- j 
ed upon to decide, provided the Do- j 
minion government leaves the measure 
to its operation as far as it may be 
Intra vires the Brit-ish Columbia legis- 
lature. At present the measure is lav,-, 
and we assume that it will be enforced 
as far as tho courts will permit. 

Tlie Dominion government cannot act 
In regard to the mea.suro until a re- 
port has been submitted to the Gov- 
ernor- General in due form, and we arc 
ri.jt advised whether or not the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor will transmit the Bills 
to wliioh he has given assent immed- 
iately or wait until the close of tlie 
session. The law says that when he 
assents to a Bill he shall transmit a 
copy of it to the Governor-General "at 
the first convenient opportunity," so 
that if His Honor acts strictlj- upon 
this provision th(' now law will go 
forward in a very short time to Ik; 
p.-issod upon by the Ottawa govern- 
ment, ft may be that tlie latter au- 
tliority proposes to tost tii<! right of 
tiie province in the iiromises by an 
appeal to tlu- courts. If tills course 
is taken there is .-i chance that the 
whole law miy fall on tlic ground that 
any provincial iegisUition on immigra- 
tion is ultra vires because Pari i.im cut 
has already dealt with the cinoHtion. 
Or the decision may only be that the 
new law does not apply to the people 
of such countries as the Canada Par- 
liament has, already dealt with. But 
whatever the Issue may be, it is now 
fairly raised, and we assume there will 
be no very great delay In settling It. 
IMeanwhile tho people- of British Co- 
lumbia are iigaln on record.

From 
Rabat, where the unhappy Abdul Aziz 
still clings desperately to the shadow 
and tlie name of sovereignity, we are 
toid that the attempted religious cru 
sado has been a llasco, and that tlie 
holy war has not yet been declared at 
Fez. To these latter reassuring reports 
it would not be safe to trust, though 
It is hoped they may prcve true. From 
the first the danger of a jehad, which, 
in spite of its bloody methods, is also 
the Moslem equivalent of a religious 
revival, has been one of the -seriou 
contingencies of the -situation in Jlor 
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The Ulster King of Arms, who is 
just now a prominent person in public 
controversy, is (say,3 the Manchester 
Guardian) one o£ an interesting hier- 
archy of heraldic officers. He Is the 
chief ofHoer of ai'ihs for Ireland, as 
the Garter Klng-at-Arms is for Eng- 
land and Lyon King of Arms for 
Scotland. The head of the whole Col- 
lege of Arms is the Earl Marshall, who 
Is of course the Duke of Norfolk. 
Next after the E,arl Marshall come the 
Kings of Arms, then the Heralds of 
Arm.s, and lastly the I^ursulvants of 
Arms. The functions and distinctions 
of these officers arc a rather obscure 
study. In England there are three 
Kings of Arms — Garter, Claronceux, 
and Norroy, Of these Noroy is con- 
sidered the most ancient title. The 
word was anciently written Norreys, 
and meant the people living in the 
Korth, the jurisdiction of the King 
extending over the part of the country 
north of the Trent, Clarenceux rules 
the South, Bast and AVost of England. ^ 

Ulster King of Arms was for many | qcc„ "j^ft us remember what the situ 
centuries known as Ireland King 0' 
Arms, the name being altered by King 
Bdwarjd VI., who made a quaint boy- 
ish entry of the fact In his diary. 

I Under , the Kings are (for England) 
the six Heralds — Windsor, Chester, 
I Riclimond, Somerset, Yoric and Lan- 
caster — and under them, the lowest in 
degree, tlio four Pursuivants, who bear 
curious mediaeval names — Rouge 
Croix, Blue Mantle, Rouge Dragon and 
Portcullis. Heralds' and Pursuivants 
alike' as^i$t' at all Royal ceremonies, 
'each' ordef-'foJlovvlng a ritual on these 
decaislons wAich has been« the same 
for many _ centuries. All ' officers of 
arms wear the gorgeous tabard em- 
blazoned w,lth the Royal ' . Arms, the 
Pursuivant one of damask silk, the 
Herald one of '^atin, .the King of Arms 
one of velvet. The Kings of Arms have 
also a crown of sliver gilt, but they 
only wear them at coronations. The 
Scottisli Heralds have also each a rod 
of ebony, which is often supposed to 
be a rod of ofllco. Its real purpose is 
merely utilitarian. The Heralds con- 
stantly have to read Royal proclama- 
tion.'j from tlie I\Iarket Cross in Edin- 
burgh. These proclamations arc al- 
ways printed on luige pieces of pajjer 
as long as a po.ster. .A.s it is diificull to 
lioid out so big a. document on a windy 
d.iy, the Herald winds it round his 
staff, and slowly unwinds it as lie 
reads. Heralds are often confused 
witii trumpeters. The distinction, an 
laid down by one autliority, is "there 
never was a trumpeter who made a 
proclamation, and tliere never was a 
Herald who blew a trumpet." The 
trumpeters merely blow their trumpets 
to call attention to the Herald. 



Garrick Villa, at Hampton, the free- 
hold of which lias just been offered for 
sale, is one of the most famous of 
riverside historic houses. It was pur- 
tho j chased by Garricic aliout the middle of 
■ tlie cightecntii ccntuy, and ■.■lonio ex- 
tensive alterations were made to botli 
the hi.nise and grounds. In the latter ;i 
temple of h.akespeare was erected, 
wliile a statue to the poet by Roubil- 
iac occupied the entrance. This statue 
Garrlpfc subsequently bequeathed to 
the British Museum, where It may now 
be seen. The house remained in the

1822, when, on the (Seath of Garrlck's 
widow, It was bought by a Mr, Carr.

HARBOR ASSOCIATION 
ASKS FOR DONATION 

In View of Good Worl< Done 
Ask eity-Gbuncil For 
'Aid 



The Inner Harbor association of 
Victoria ha.s written the city pointing 
.out the good work whicli the Associa- 
tion has done in the flr.st year of its 
existence, and asking that the present 
council follow the exanuile of last 
year's council and make a contribu- 
tion to the funds of the Association. 
At Monday night's council nieoting a 
letter from Tlionias C. Sorby, secre- 
tary of the association, was read, and 
referred to the finance committee for 
report: ■' : 

His 'Worsliip the ,Mayor and'''Bokrd 'of 
Aldermen: 

Gentlemen: On the 1st of February 
last year I had the. honor to bring be- 
fore your honorable body the objects 
and claims of this association for 
inuniclpal recognition, and you were 
plea.'icd to make a donation to the 
funds of the association and place the 
mayor as your representative on the 
board of management. 

I have the honor to enclose the re- 
port of our first year's proceedings, 
by which you will see that more lias 
been accomplished in one year toward 
the improvement of Victoria harbor by 
the concerted efforts of a well organ- 
ized association than- in all previous 
years. Two months have elapsed since 
tliat document was prepared, and I 
beg' to report further as follows; 

By letter dated 9th January, 1908, 
Mr. Templeman, as our rejjrosentative 
in the Federal house, Inform.^ this as- 
sociation that ''arrangements will be 
made for the prosecution of the work 
as vigorously as possible with tlio new 
dredge, .assisted ;,by the present dredge, 
and this, is woiild seem to me, should 
be entirely satisfactory to your asso- 
ciation." 

. The work referred to consists of the 
deepening of tji© isasin of the Upper 
Harbor;' about 48 /acres' in e.xtent, to

The provincial government will in 
all prQba1}Illty Include in ' the esti- 
mates of 'the coming year, a errant to 
the Columbia coast mission in aid of 
their hospital work.

The re- 
quest receives the qndors^tion of the 
British Columbia. icOggera' associa- 
tion amongst whose employees the 
mission doctors have for many years 
performed a notable service. The 
mission hospltalis 'at jVan Anda and 
Rock bay have In the past, been as- 
sisted by the provincial government 
with grants towards the salaries of 
ihe doctors In charge. The mission is 
under the ausjiices of the Anglican 
church, but has received assistance 
In the past from the loggprs. The 
recent order in council placing a re- 
serve upon all the timber in the 
province has nlTected the latter 
source greatly, am] hence the appeal. 

The work of the mission lias been 
of a .sterling character. Last year, 
for instance, there were 1,S2C patients 
treated, and some 200 operations ])er- 
formed. A doctor is in charge of 
each of the hospitals, and a third 
doctor is stationed on the mission 
boat, the Columl.ila, which cruises 
from along the gulf of Georgia, JSO 
miles froiii Texaiia i.-^land, some 75 
miles north of A'ancou'.'er to Alert 
bay. Patient.s :it the intervening 
ports are cared fur and any serious 
cases are transported on the mission 
ship to one or otlicr of the two hos- 
pitals, Columbia hospital at Van 
Anda and Queen's hospital at Rock 
baj'. It is now proposed to build a 
third hospital at Alert bay. "With the 
.increased distance which it i.s pro- 
posed to cover a larger and more sea- 
worthy boat will be required. 

The mission doctors have been able 
to supplement tho work of the prov- 
incial liealth department to a marked 
degree. In several instances where 
infectious diseases liroke out in log- 
ging camps last year, the patients 
were removed and tho camps disin- 
fected. In none of the cases cared 
for was there another instance of In- 
fection. 

The mission i.s non-denominational 
In character. The mission boat is 
captained by tho Rev. John Antle. 
Rev. Dr. Perrln, the bishop of Col- 
umbia and a number of other gentle-

Clause fifteen appears to be the 
stumbling block upon which the city 
an the E. & N. railroad in p/ist nego- 
tiations have fallen. After the two 
recent aecret meetings between R. 
Marpole, chief executive agent of tho 
company and the council, it was 
thought that evorythitig hud been ami- 
cably settled but when the draft agree- 
ment, the terms of which had Ijcen 
agreed upon by all parties, came to be 
considered by the citv eouncU Monday 
night, clause IB once again caused 
trouble and occasioned a lengthy dis- 
cussion. The agreement was intro- 
duced in the form of a by-law was put 
through Its final stages and read a 
thU'd time.- but not before Aldermen 
Qieason.and Henderson spoke long, and 
earnestly in: favor ofvan amendment 
which they;, claimed ionly embodied' 
tcjrnais .to which Mr. Marpole had - al 
readK' eicpressed hia... willingness to 
comply. 

Alderman Gleason stated that there 
was nothing in the agreement to pre 
vent the £3. & N. company opposing at 
any tline In ,tj(i«. future aflotji.er. com- 
pany from crossing Its line on Store 
street. He maintained that at a recent 
meeting between Mr. Mari^sole and the 
city the former had stated that the E. 
& N. company would not oppose any 
such crossing, or of another company 
paralleling the B. & N. road. There 
should, Alderman Gleason thought, be 
a clause to that effect In the agree- 
ment. As iMr. Marpole stated the com- 
pany would not oppose any crossing 
there could be no objection on his part 
to such a clause. 

Division of Opinion. 
Aid. Henderson also stuck out for the 
insertion of some clause to that effect. 
Tlio other aldermen protested that 
liiero was no need of other changes 
and finally Aid. Gleason moved that 
the matter be laid over for a week and 
in the meantime tlio city solicitor and 
city barrister bo aslted to draft a 
clause. This motion was lost and the 
council, which liad considered tho mat- 
ter in committeo rose and reported 
progress, but on motion of Aid, Paulino 
that the report 'of the committee bo 
adopted Aid, Gloaso'n again proposed 
ills motion which was again lost, those 
voting' in favor of it Ijoing Aldermen 
Gleason, Fullertoh, Henderson and 
IMeston.

. Corn and Tomato Soup. 

Corn and tomato soup possesses as 
nnici:!, nourishnient as some of the 
usual luncheon meat dishes and it is 
ver.v easily prepared without stock. 
To make enough for six persons melt 
a teaspoonful of butter in a saucepan, 
add one finely chojjped onion, one hay 
loaf and twelve whole green peppers; 
cook five minutes witliout boiling; add 
.a tables|]Oonfiil of flour, stir and cook 
two miniilos; add one can of tomatoes, 
one teaspoonful of salt, a quarter tea- 
spoonful of pepper; stir and cook ten 
minutes longer. Tiien add a pint- of 
water and cook another ten minutes, 
after which press through a sieve. 
Next add one can of corn, and boil all 
ten minutes. Mix the yolks of two 
eggs with half a cupful of cream, or 
instead of cream, two tablespoonful.s 
of unsweetened canned milk may be 
used, and let the whole heat; then 
servo. 

Minestoa. 
'i'liis is a thick, Italian soup, whole- 
some and sustaining. It is made by 
taking two medium-sized ctirrots and 
cutting tlieni up fine, one onion, two 
siulks of celery, a quarter of a head 
f)f ciibbage, half a cupful of finely 
sliced okia. Place them in a sauce- 
pan with a teasjioonful of butter and 
cook the whole ten minutes. When 
thks is done take a tablespoonful of 
rice, a quart of good soup stock, one 
teaspoonful of .salt, half a teaspoon- 
ful of pepper and boll slowly, well cov- 
ered for an hour. Serve the soup with 
grated Parmesan cheese. 

Celery Salad. 

For a dclU-ious celery salad cut the 
ccler.\- U|i into incli pieces and split 
r.;u-h one. ituli |ierfectly dry in a 
towel and set on u:e. rrejiari' a small 
cui/ ol' l.;nglisli walnut meats and two

may(uinaise. 

Just before serving mix all together 
well and luit into a salad bowl, and 
put celery leaves around the edge; 
do not use lettuci\ Be careful not to 
put the mayonnaise on the celery till 
the last moment, and have the may- 
onnaise thick. — llai'iier's Bazar.

INQUISITION IN RUSSIA 

VV'ilh a rigor that recalls the Spanish 
Inquisition does the church in Russia 
punish any open searching after tlie 
higher truth, any unsanctioned attempt 
to apply practically the teachings of 
Clirlst, especially on the part of those 
within its own fold. The records of 
tho Solovetzkaya monastery contain 
an account of a man who was cast into 
its prison at tho age of 25, and held 
tliere, because lie refused to recant, 
till he was ;iO. He was then (about 
1880) offered his freedom, but as rela- 
tives and friends were gone, and life 
meant nothing to iilni, lie begged and 
was granteri the favor of remaining 
in the prison till li.is death. 

The case of i"r. Tzvetkoff is an ex- 
ample of the fate likely tu befall a 
man who sincerely, devoutly, begins 
to ((uestion the toacliings of tho 
churcli. A simple and loved priest, 
wlio tried to fill his life witii good 
deeds, Fr. Tzvetlcoff had long been 
troubled by doubts over certain of 
the cliurch's dogmas. For the ease- 
ment of Ills perplexity he went on a 
pilgrimage in the early part of 1901 
to several chief cities, where lie asked 
the 0])inicii of high officials of the 
churcli OM ills doubts, lie wa.-s merely 
a seeker for llie truth. At no time did 
he exi)ross his (luestlonings jiublicly, 
nor try to disturl.i the faith of others. 

When lie returned lo his village he 
was sei'zed and carried lo a nionusllc 
prisioi. His offense was his iloubt. 11c 
bcsmiglit I he aiitliorities for a irial, 
but no response came to lilm, waiting 
in his damp, closely giuu'dcd cell. He 
had only two meals a day, comi>osed 
of a watery cabbage souj) and blaclc 
bread of the worst ciuality; during 
winter he nearly froze of niglits, 
lliough he slept 'in all his clothing. 

For two years and a half I'V. Tzvet- 
koff eiuUirod this terrible entombment, 
lioijlng for a trial. Then when prison 
life vvas no longer endurable and liope 
was gone, Fr. Tzvetkoff decided that 
death was best. Toward the end of 
1903 he began to refuse food. This 
had some effect, for his weak body 
was carried from the prison into the 
monastery proper, where conditions 
were belter. However, he had barely 
begun to recover when ho was sud- 
denly moved back into his cell in tlie 
prison. To him this was like being 
locked up in his grave. Again ho re- 
fused food. For tvvev.ty-one days he 
did not eat; then, scarcely alive, lie 
was again carried into tho monastery. 
As strength returned to hiui here, his 
spirit of mcok doubt was succeeded 
by a .'spirit of defiance. He watched 
his chance, and at length managed to 
elude his guards and make his escape. 
Tiio' case against him was so slender 
tliai in the roused state of Russia 
then existing the <diurcli hesitated to 
pijVBun liini, and the last I heard of 
Ve. Tzvetkoff ho was still al liberty.—

HOUSEHOLD HINTS 

Fastidio'as housekeepers are be- 
stowing . quite as much attention upon 
the furnishings of their Ititohen as 
upon any other part of the house. 
Tiie modern liitclien is sanitary in 
every respect; and it gleams witli 
white, enamel, porcelain fittings, glass y 
topped tables andfiyteite sinks. But 
tlie most attractive, feature of . this 
realm is the array of kitchen utensils 
and receptacles. These shine from 
being perfectly kept and from being 
made from a material which -survives 
the .treatment through which such' Visit- 
tlcles must be put. . ' ' 

Aluminum is generally considered 
the most satisfaclors- nialcrial for 
kitchen ware. It costs more than tho 
niujorityof ollu'r kinds, but it is safe 
to u.se, is easily cleaned and always 
looks well. Cai-elcss women some- 
times choose certain lilnds of enamel 
ware for cooking and preserving, and 
then woijder wdiy the food li.as a pe- 
culiar tiiste, which is due to the ware 
alone. If a iiai't of the enamel be- 
comes chipped it is really unsafe to 
use, especially when anything with 
acid is tooked in it. 

Brass and copper kitchenvvaro is> 
excellent if the pieces are well lined. 
They are more dllllcult to keep bright, 
but they repay tho effort exiiendcd 
upon them when th(^y form a. glitter- 
ing row i.gainst the white walls. The 
simplest and most convenient way to 
arrange oner's kitchen utcmslls is to 
have a flat six-inch board f;istened 
liorizontally against the wall on thrbo 
or four sides, well liJled with hooks of ;i, 
various sizes and kinds. This keeps'^ 
the pots and pans out of the way, but 
in easy reach when needed. 

The other necessaries of the 
kitchen, jars f(.)r sugar, pots for 
-spices and the little odds and cndS 'f 
that must he kept on hand, may be''' 
arranged in iiorcelain receptacles. 
(:Jermany, Engl.and and Ifolland arc 
supplying us with sonic fascinating 
jars In white witii blue or brown pat- 
tern.s, in Dclfl blues with white 
trimming.",— in fact, in any of the poi>- 
alar colors which one i.iiiglit choose 
for kitchen furnishings.

MANY CLAIMANTS FOR 
PUG CHAMPIONSHIPS 

Fighters From Coast to Coast 

Claims a Title Based on 
; : V,; . Weight Question 



It Is questionable if ever )n flio 
history of pugilism there has been so 
ranch controversy about the titles of tlie 
. varloua • classes as there is at present 
, -5 and so many claimants for the chiini- 
■^'plonahips. Almost every boxer from 
■■'Maine to California claims some sort of 
title, and most of these titles are based 
on questions of weight. It lias reached 
the point where the lighters now bivse 
their riglits to title.s on their ability 
:j;to make a stipulated weight, and it has 
i.Sbeen solemnly asserted that certain men 
'?were not champions because they were 
iunable ',to weigh in at a stipulated iig- 
Sur»4L6.-tlife»rlnfesldfe.t- A.j- Av_. ,v. i •■ 
^. -For example, Jeffries, ■n'licn he an- 
nounced'' his 'retirement as heavyweight 
champion of the world, said that lie 
would give the title to Marvin Hart. 
AVitli half a doi;en other young heavies 
in the running, this was an absurdity 
land was not taken seriously by boxing 
^enthusiasts. But .Hart OiQught. ltr.yas 
. a good thing for him and tried to po.se 
as the champion. Tommy Burns, how- 
• ever, thought he had as much claim to 
title, and some more, as' Hart had, and 
.suggested that a match would settle the 
,v question of superiority. The match was 
ilinade and- ■was fought at Los Angeles 
February 23, 1906. Burns won all the 
way and got the decision on points at 
the end of the twentieth round. 

.Still Burns was not the champion, 
ljut he asked those who thought they 
had a better claim to come forward and 
light him. .lack O'Brien, having beaten 
I<Mtzsimnions, former holder of the title 
rushed to the front. O'Brien had a six- 
round victory over Burns to his crudit 
ana also a Iwcnty-round draw, and he 
made another match. This took place 
May 8, 1907, In Los Angeles and Burns 
won decisively, chasing O'Brloh uU over 
the ring and giving him heavy punish- 
ment. It is^ also on record that O'Brien 
thought he had Burns' promise to "Ho 
down" in the last light, and that the 
champion double-crossed Confessor Jack 
and beat him. 

Acs O'Brien had beaten Al Kaufman, 
who in turn had beaten Sam Berger and 
■v,-ho later disposed of Mike Schreck, 
. Burns caine -to the. conclusion that he 
had done enough to Jay claim to the 
American title and did so. Then he 
clinched the Australian title by put- 
ting Bill Scpiires away in a round, and 
made himself cliampion of the world 
by defeating Gunner Moir In London 
December 2 in ten rounds. ./ 
' It Is true that Burns has not .''beaten 
Jack Johnson, who by many is regarded 
as the best licavyweiglit in the world 
next to Jeffries, but the champion is 
on record with a promise to meet the 
black man as soon as he returns to 
America, and tliat is as far as he can 
■ bo asked to go at present. .Judged by 
precedent. Burns' failure to niei-t .lolin- 
snn does not affect tlie validity of his 
title. 

The inldd)e\veif,'Iit cl.-iss lias been enin- 
plicatcd by questions of weight ami also 
by the. claims of Bob l'"ltzslmnions. l''llz 
won- the title from .lack Dempsey, Am- 
erica's greatest inldiiieweiglit, in New 
OrJean.s January I I. l.SDI. The .stipulat- 
ed weight was IH-I pounds, ringside, and 
l'"lt2SlmmonK Kurnvl",.j all hands by 
scaling 147 ',1' pounds. Dempsey was 
outclassed in all paiticulars. 

From the time that Kit-/, beat Demp- 
sey until the present, a period of six- 
teen years, Fltzslmmons has not en- 
gaged in a middleweight coate.st, anrl 
made no attempt to defend the title 
he won from l^empsoy. After I'^it-,-, lost 
llic heavyweight title to Jeffries, in 
ISnO, OI- eight years from the (iin.' he 
beat Dempsey for thi! middleweight 
champlonsiii]), he announced that he still 
Ijeld the middleweight title and was 
retiay 'to defiunl it against all comer.s. 
But no one paid any attention to him. 
Ho had forfeited Ills claim to the mid- 
dleweight championship, and it was se- 
curely held by Tommy i-c.viin, a young 
fellow who showed remarkable class. 

At the time ITltzslmiuohs announced 
his retirement as mtddle'n^elght cham- 
pion Ryan laid claim to the title and 
fought steadily and .consi.stently. lie 
beat almost every inlddleweiKlil of 
class in the country, and a few years 
ago had pnictlciiUy exhausted the crop. 
But In the last few .years a new cluster 
• of formidable -ISS-pounder^'. have come 
to the front, and unleiis Hyan bestirs 
himself he will lose the title the same 
way tliat Fit/, lost it — througli negleet. 

The contenders for the title liave nar- 
rowed down to a quartette of dangerous 
men. Hugo Kelly, of Chicago, William 
I^apko, tlie Illinois thunderbolt;; Stan- 
ley Ketcliell, the Montana 'WaUoper; 
nud .Sam Laiigford, the negro; Langford 
being the best of, all, aie now in lino 
for honors. If R.van remains in retire- 
ment until Ihe.so men have settled the 
rpjestlon of Buprcrancy he will be com- 
pelled to light the best of the lot or 
give up the title. U looks as if Ryan 
intended to let the title go by default 
although lie i.s rpmted a.s saying tlint 
he ob.1r-cts to the claim of the young- 
sters that thoy aro In the' hunt for the 
laurels, , 



In no .pugilistic clas.s. has Uiere been 
so much controversy as in the light- 
weight or 13;i-pound division. liver 
since Jack McAuliffe retired in 1S94, an(i 
George Lavigne claimed and Buccessful- 
ly defended the title, there has been a 
turmoil" of dispute and contention as 
to the holder of the title, how it was 
won, r.nd the qualifications of the man 
who held it. As a plain matter of fact. 
Young Grllfo won the title fairly and 
squarely ffrom' Jack MoAuUfCe at Coney 
Island August 27, 1892. The marveloua- 
ly clever AusttaJlan beat McAuliffe to 
a standstiUj - and at the close of ten 
rounds, to which' the bout was limited, 
GriCfo had 'won by a city block. 

For some reason, however, the ref- 
eree decided that McAuliffe had won, 
and so his title Was safe, but the de- 
cision was. a • great ■ injustice to Griffo. 
No sooner had Griffo drifted away than 
the sturdy Lavigne hove in sight, and 
after looking over the Saginaw Ivid l\Ie- 
Auliffo decided not to risk another bat- 
tle and formally announced his retire- 
ment from the. .rjug. . 

Lavigne was invincible until 3S!)9, 
wUeJt a ratlier .l.iberi,!! u.ftj .of. exhilarat- 
ing liquids 'reduced his vigor to such an 
extent that he lost h.is. Championship to 
Frank ISrno of Buffalo, a clever boxer, 
but lijght hlftpr. ; ; ' ■; 

Erne haUI on to the title for three 
years, when, agiiinet hi."! own judgment, 
he was induced, to make a- match with 
Joe Cans, who had loomed up as one 
of the most dangerous men In the Jlght- 
weigiit division. Tlie contest took place 
at Fort Erie, across the river from 
lime's home at Buffalo, and was ;hu 
shortest cliainpioiuiliiii light on record. 
With tlie llrst blow struck by Gans in 
the opening round he reached Erne^s 
Jaw and put Iiim down and out. The 
weight was 13G pounds at 7 p.m., which 
weight was dictated by Erne, the cham- 
pion, and iinmcdiately there arose a roar 
that Gans was not the champion be- 
cause ho had not beaten Erne at 133 
ringside. It was asserted that Gans 
could not do 133 pounds and the clamor 
continued until the negro made 131^1- 
pounds in his battle with Nelson. Now 
the yelping lias subsided, and it is gen- 
erally conscded tliat Gans Is the light- 
weight champion of the world, In spite 
of the fact that the m.-gro once tried 
to make a present of tlie title to George 
Memsle, and later switched to Packey 
MoFarland. Gans is the greatest man 
of his weight In the ring, and has twice 
knocked out the present welter champion 
Mike Twin Sullivan. 

The feathcrweiglit class, of which 
Abo Attell 1,1 now tlic recognized liead, 
has developed a great deal of strife sim- 
ilar to that of tlie lightweight division. 
Cal McCarthy is the earliest feather- 
weight champion, and it was from lilm 
in 1891 tliat George Dixnn won the tith-. 
beating McCarthy in twenty-two rounds 
at Troy. "Little Chocolate" held on to 
the title for nine years, rinnlly succumb- 
ing to the rushing Mcttuvein at the 
Broadway Athletic Club in eif,'lit loiimLs 
January 9, 1900. The battle was fouRlit 
at 118 pounds, ringside, wliicli, of course, 
was not in accordance with the alleged 
122 pounds ringside, but no one e\er 
questioned McGovcu-n's right to the 
of featherweight champion. 

Terry hold the honors for less 
a year, for November US, 1901, he met 
his Waterloo at the hands of Young 
Corliett, who piil the champion away in 
two rounds at Hartford. The weight 
was 12G pounds at 10 a.m., the men en- 
tei-rlng the ring at 3 p.m. Tlil.-^ also 
was a violation of the IL'lj pounds ring- 
side edict, but Corbett was gen(;rally 
accepted as th featnerweiglit ehanipioii.

PLAN INTERNATIONAL

Boston, Mass., Feb. 10. — An interna- 
tional ocean yacht race on an historic 
course from Palo, Spain, to the Can-

It' Is said.tbat Poland f6uiid in niuslc 
revenge $ot bppiresslon . and; dismem- 
berment. .It- ihlghti also be . sald that 
when "the fair land of Poland was. 
ploughed by the hoof 'of the' ruthless 
Invader," a crop of pianists sprang up 
to maintain the glory of the old estate. 
Poland may well be proud of her com- 
posers. Chopin said the last word in 
piano music. Tsciiaikowslty, the great- 
est name in more modern instrumental 
music, W.-1.3 of Polish descent. Sem- 
brlcli and the de Rcszkes arc Poles. 
The list of iiianists includes Chopin, 
Leschetitzki, Mos/.i-cowsky, Silvelnski 
and Josef llofnian. And from Poland 
comes the most commanding individu- 
ality among virtuosos since Ptiganini, 
Jan Ignaco Paderewski. 

Paderewski was born on November 
6, 18G0, in Kurylowka in Podolia, a 
province of Russian Poland. His father 
suspected of patriotism, was in 18G3 
banished to Siberia, wlience he re- 
turned several years later a broken 
man. It is said that Paderewski in 
herited his genius from his mother who 
died when he was a child. He ex- 
hibited great talent at an early age, 
but he had little real training until, 
as a youth, he went to Warsaw and 
studied the piano under Janotha and 
harmony under Roguskl. His first con- 
cert tour was made when he was six- 
teen In Russia, and we have it <Jn his 
own authority that he played Jjis'own 
compositions and those of 'other peo- 
ple; 'but every thingf he played was real- 
ly his own for he did not know the 
music and' had so little technique that 
when hevcame'to a hard place he im 
provlsed tcflll-tip the gap. Inciden 
tally., this tour was made in the winter 
and -ho had so. few clothes'that he. was 
cold most of the "^tlme; 

He returned to Warsaw, determined 
to be a- composer rather than a pianist 
and in 1879 was -made professor In the 
Warsaw Conservatory. He married 
Rose Ilassal, a. Polish girl, and their 
short life together was one of priva- 
tion and love. She died at the end of 
a year, leaving him a son, Hippolyte, 
who died in 1901. After his wife's 
death, Paderewski devoted himself en- 
tirely to his art. . • • - • . ■ ; 

He went to Berlin and studied com-- 
position \>^Uh 'KieI and "CJrljah and In 

1884 went' to Vienna to study the piano 
with Leschetitzke. For a short time 
he was professor in the Strassburg 
Conservatory and then he returned to 
Vienna to continue his piano studies 
devoting the greater part of each day 
to scale playing. His debut was made 
in Vienna Ii; 1S,S7. In the spring of 

1885 he played in Berlin, Paris and 
London. In London, his first recital 
was a failure, but with the second be- 
gan that long scries of triumphs which 
liavo not their parallel in the history 
of music. 

His name began to ho hoard in 
America. A little Jlozartean minute 
which be h;id written as a joke be- 
came ftimiliar to every professional 
and amateur in this country and the 
public was in a measure prepared for 
him when he made Iiis llrst appear- 
ance in -America in Carnegie Hall, New 
York, on Novemlicr 17, 1S!U. The 
critics shook their licads. Here was 
something unusual and they were not 
(lulte sure. But with the public there 
was no doubt. After the Carnegie Hall 
concert he Started to give a series of 
recitals in the concert hall, of Madison 
Square Garden, but was soon forced to 
return to the larger hall In order to 
accommodate all those who wished to 
hoar him. 

In that tour, 'In the space of six 
months he gave one hundred and 
so\'ehteen concerts. Returning the fol- 
lowing season he gave sixty-seven in 
twenty-six cities and the gross re- 
ceipts of these amounted to over $180,- 
000. Equally succcs.'iful tours he made 
in this country in 1S!)0, 11)00, 1902 and 
lilOfi. In these tours he litis visited 
nearly ever.y city of importance in the 
country and his i!;xvor with the pub- 
lic has if anytliing increased. 

In the Slimmer of 190-! he went to 
Aiistralla for llie lirst time, siionding 
the sjiring of tlie following year in 
Aniericti. Kacli spring lie gives a nuin- 
lier of concerts in Great Britain and 
SlKiin, Franco, Germany, Austria and 
Russia gladly acknowledge his supre- 
macy. 

In 1901 be married ;i' second time. 
Ills present wife liaving boon Mine. 
Heleiie Gorski, a beautiful Polish 
woman of rank. In that same year 
he bad produced In Dresden his first 
opera ".Manru,"..i work wliicli- was dls- 
tinguislicd musically hut was liamper- 
cd l>y a weak libretto. It wtis pro- 
ditcoil at the' .Metropolitan opera house, 
Nc\y Yorlc, in the followhig sjiring and 
there Paderewski one day broke all 
known records. It.s second perform- 
ance at the Metropolltiin was on a 
Satiirda.v afternoon and the house was 
Tilled to Us utmost capacity, the gross 
receipts being 'over '$12,000. On the 
,';ame afternoon Paderawslti, in opposi- 
tion to bis own opera, gaye a recital 
In Carnegie hall to an aiidjenoe wliich 
\ erf lowed into the ' ' corridors, "the 
gross receipts being tii.Jrlfld oy^JT '.SB;- 
000. . , . . 

If Paderewski were not the ast'ori- 
ishing pianist that he is hi.s fame 
would be secure as a composer, for 
he is one of the few men now writ- 
ing music who unite originality of 
thought with tcclinical mastery. The 
pity is that he has composed so little. 
l.5e.sIdeH "Manru" ho has written two 
important works for piano and orches- 
tra, a number of works for pitino and 
some songs of great interest. , He is 
now at work on a aympliony and has 
practically finished his second ojiera, 
tlie book of wliich i.s the work of the 
famous French poet, c;atulle .Mendes. 
The Ihenii! is tlio ancient Hindu legend 
of "Sakuntala," made familiar to con- 
cert-goors by Goldmark's beautiful 
overture of tliat name. 

The present tour of Paderewski In 
Amorica Is his seventh, and third under 
the direction of fJharlos A. lOlIis of 
Briston. He will play about .seventy-- 
(Ivo tlnies,nbetwccn the end of October

THE FLEET IS COMING 



Expect Armored Cruisers Will Come in 
May Despite Denials 01^ 
Admiralty 



That the squadron of British criiis- 
ers reported coming to Esquimalt in 
May will bo seen at this port despite 
all denials on the part of the admir- 
alty is the consensus of opinion among 
naval men at Esquimau. A naval 
otHcer, whose name for ol)viouK rea- 
sons is withheld, said: "It may bo 
treason to sayi so when u is iiolic(!d 
that the admiralty had denied tlio 
fact that a squadron of cruisers Is 
■"cksming' to Esquimalt, but v,-o 
all know, and have known for 
some time, that it Is the intention to 
send a fleet to Esq.uimalt. It may be 
a sort of flying,, squadron visit; but it' 
is well knpWjh that a .fleet of warship.^ 
Is to ,be:. despatched, and .before long, 
to the-Sritish Columbia coast. The 
squadron to lie sent will be a strong 
one, probably composed of the ves- 
sels whose names have been printed 
In the Colonist. The idea originally 
was that the squadron was to make 
a voyage to this coast probably with- 
in a year, but the coining of the United 
States Pacific squadron, together with 
the trend of affairs generally in tliis 
ocean, has had the effect of alteriiig 
the plans, and that the armored 
cruiser squadron will shortly start for 
Esquimalt wo all feel sure." 



The Alaska Steamsliiii company, 
whicii hati been giving a service be- 
tween 'Victoria and Boaltle daily, ex- 
cept Thursday, for some time jiast, 
with the steamer Chlppew;i, has de- 
cided to withdraw that steamer about 
the end of the iireseiit week and sub- 
stitute the old steamer Rosalie.

ing Port Townsend. The Chippewa is 
to be laid up until business improves.

She is built on Messrs. Ropner's 
trunk principle (which may be de- 
scribed as a turret or Ihe round -over 
at tho junction of the harbor deck 
and side pl.-Uing which are peculiar 
to Messrs. Doxforrt's turret design), 
but in tills ca.so the trunk has two 
walls on cacli side,

R. Kmniorson broke 
the silence in which ho has ben envel- 
oped since the day of his resignation 
and addressed tho House at great 
length tonight in .support of a resolu 
tion which advocated extending the 
Intercolonial Railway by buying up 
branch lines and by extending tlie"sys- 
teni to Torpnto and the Georgian Bay. 
The ex-Ministor made a good speech, 
albeit somewhat flowery and diffuse. 
Ho traced the iiistory of the Interco- 
lonial, which, as first projected, was 
only to run from Rivere du Loup to 
Truro. So far as the compact of Con- 
federation went, Mr. Kmrnersoh said 
that the building of a railway between 
theiSe points was suflident. Fortunately 
the statesmen of our early days had a 
broad vision, especially Sir Charles 
Tupper. Thoy had comprehende dthat 
the Intercolonial must become a trunk 
line; with branches and feeders, like 
the Grand Trunk and the Canadian 
I'acific, controlled by lease or pur- 
chase. Mr. Emmerson did not dwell at 
any length upon the extension of the 
Intercolonial lo Toronto and Georgian 
Bay.

To Make It a Trunk Line 

The road, as at first planned, was 
only to extend from Riviere du Ijoup 
Que,, to Traro, N,S, It had been ox 
tended, however, from Truro to the 
Sydneys on tlie cast, ::nd to l'<eviK and 
Montreal oh tho west. Lines had also 
been acquired to Pictou, Halifax, St. 
.lohn, N.B., and Fredericton. It has 
long been the design of tlie Govern 
iiieiit to extend tho Intercolonial Rail 
way so as to make it a trunk line., Mr 
Emmerson submitted that thO ^resolu 
tion iiroposed by him. Mifa£i''no new de 
parture; it bjit developed the historic 
policy- of Canada. ,. He , enumerated a 
groac number of .small roads in Now 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia, nearlv all 
of which had been heavily subsidized 
by Dominion, Provincial and Municip- 
al governments. Tho Dominion subsi 
dies for these roads amounted to near- 
ly seven million dollars. These roads 
had been built, but tho companies did 
not have ♦he money to operate' them, 
Capable of Development. , 
There was no section tajjped .hy any 
of the branch lines that was not cap- 
able ot greater, and still greater devel 
opment, if It had afforded to it proper 
transportation facilities;' If' tho motion 
meant an ■ J.-'-^ftlon to the public 
debt of Canada, ne could very well un- 
derstand that people, especially in On 
larlo, would hesitate before thoy would 
stamp It with their approval, but it 
would not mean anything of the kind 
Why not do as tlie C.P.R. and G,T.R 
had done, try to absorb the branch 
lines by way of leasehold? It was Im 
porta nt that the I,C,R. should have 
control of the territory, which might 
bo said to bo its sphere of infiuence. 

Rer>lyliig to Mr. Blain (Cohi3erva 
live, Peel), Mr, Emmerson said the 
history of tlio branch lines had been 
that where the management had been 
businesslike, tho branch lines had in 
ever.v instance jiaid their e>;pen.?es and 
something over. 

A Pertinent Query. 
Mr, Blain — Are they doing that now? 
Mr. Emmerson replied that the New 
Brunswick and Prince Kdward Island 
Railway paid the interest on its bonds, 
and a fair dividend on its common 
stock. The same was true of the Kent 
Northern. There were other railways 
.which had not been successful. He 
felt that tho I,C.R, had not fulfilled its 
mission because they liad not placed it 
in a position to do so efliciently and 
effectively. Ho had always been of tiie 
opinion tliat It should be extended fur 
tiler west to Ontario and the Great 
Lakes, and he believed tho time had 
come when that could be done. The 
railway mu.^l bo brouglit into touch 
with the industrial centres of Ontario, 
He did not know wli.at the present 
government's intentions were, but h 
did know that the day v.'ould come 
when there ,,would rise up a govern 
raont la this country which would car 
ry out these very ideas, and would 
make the l.CE. a national work in the 
true .sense of the word. 

Praises Sir Charles Tupper. 
He paid a high tribute to Sir Charles 
Tupper. who, lie said, had a prophetic 
vivioii as lo the future of this railw 
and llio good It would do. "I have 
never been allied to the parly lo which 
lui lu'Iongs," remarked Mr. Knimerson, 
"but his siihuidid courage and jjro- 
pliotic \ isiuii have always commanded 
my iidniiration." 

Mr. Telford (Liberal, North Grey) 
seconded the motion, which Avas wariii- 
ly supported by Mr. Haiico i,i)gaii 
(Liberal, Cumberland, N.S.) The latter 
claimed that the taking over of (lie 
branch lines wouuld be a benefit to the 
operators of those llnois and pay tlie 
I.C.R. as well.

Mr, I'hnmersoii — I h.ave alway.s spok-

Mr, l'\'iwlor expressed himself strong- 
ly in favor of the resolution, and said 
his believed that ever.y great railway 
should own its own branch lines, 11c 
moved the adjoiirnincnt of tho dotiate.

The report of tau irrigation coiiiniis- 
ision set.s I'orth at some leuslh the 
iindings of Prof. Carpenter on the gen- 
eral question of irrlgatioti with coni- 
iiie-.it.s upon how it will apply to.Brit- 
is;h,,, Columbia. It is an exceedingly 
. lor.gtliy document. 

Mr. Fulton's Report. 
The following is the report as ren 
dered by Hon. AV. J. FUlton, chief com- 
missioner of lands and works:' 

Fob. 10, 1908. 
To the Honorable James Dunsmuir 
Ijieutenant Governor of British Co- 
lumbia, Victoria, B. C. 
Sir — In accoi'dance with the require- 
ments of tile commission dated the 
ISth day of August, I'JOT, is.nied 
l^rofessor Louis G. Carpenter of Fort 
CoUln.-j, Colorado, and myself, 'empow- 
ering us to inquire into tlie irrigation 
of land in tlie province of British Co- 
lumbia, as chairman ol the commission 
I have tlie honor to report to you as 
follows:

F. Child a.i Sccriitary left Vic- 
toria for the interior ot the province 
on the 20th day of August, 1U07, and

: of. (the country furnishing -a good- Illus- 
tration of the irrigable bench lands of 
the dry belt. The next day we drove 
lip the Bonaparte as far as Hat creek, 
on the way back calling at the Dom- 
inion rancli owned by Mr. Semlin. 
From Aslicroft we proeceded to Kam- 
loops, and si)ent the afternoon iiLsiiect- 
ing the irrigation ditch and works of 
the Canadian Heal Properties on the 
we.5t side of the North 'J'hampson riv- 
er. This company lias had a system 
in operation since in04, having a ditch 
some seventeen miles long intended to 
supply some 5,500 acres of land. The 
next day we drove up the South 
'fhompson river and round by Canip- 
liell's creelv wdiere a number of small 
holdings are being irrigated by separ- 
ate individual ditches. On the 2'lth wo 
])roceeded to Vernon and spent two 
days Inspecting the Earl of Aberdeen's 
Coldstream- ranch and the sub-divis- 
ions .^whlch have been mado .there, al- 
so the Irrlgaltion scheme of the "White 
Valley - Irrigation and Pojver Company 
which, la intendeiJ {o supply some - 20,^ 
OOff alW^sfT " QrP the ' 27th, Taccompanied 
by Mf. Price -Ellison, M. P. P. we drove 
down by Long Lake to Kelowna, not- 
ing during Uie. drive thousands of 
acres of valuable land which are ex- 
pected in the near future to bo brought 
under irrigation. The following- day 
we drove round Keloivna and the Mis- 
sion Valley and on to the benches 
above Mission crock and had pointed 
out to us the wonderful capabilities of 
that district. On the 30th we took the 
Bteainer down Olvanagan lake to Pen- 
ticton, and the next day drove round 
inspecting the irrigation scheme of the 
South Okanagan_L,and company, which 
has shown much enorgy and expended 
a very largo amount of money in de- 
veloping its scheme, and is able to 
show many orchards in splendid con- 
dition. On the following day we drove 
to Osoyoos accompanied by i\Ir. Xi. 'W. 
Shartford. M. P. P, observing some 12,- 
BOO or 14,000 acres which . '".lo South 
Okanagan Land company intend f'hort- 
ly to bring under ditch. Wh^n tlKri Is 
done what is now simply pa.u.uo Kind 
will become most valuable fru't and 
garden" land. On the :h-d Senr ■mll...r 
we' drove ' over to Keiemco.n, and tlie 
next day drove along tlie Sl.iiili^amoc.i 
where we looked over the scheme of 
the Keremoes Land company whic'a 
proposes to irrigate some C.OOO acres 
and which had its ditch already part- 
ly constructed and a large force of 
riien at work. From Korcinoos w^e n;- 
turncd by way of Penticton and Sica- 
mous to Victoria whore Professor Car- 
penter spent pome time in examing the 
system of water records and the stat- 
utes relating- tliereto. 

Subsequently in the monlli of Sop- 
tornber I leit for Colorado, reaching 
Greeley on September L'.Trd, w-liere I 
was joined liy Professor Carpenter. 
Wo there met a number of prominent 
men wiio liad for year.-; been connected 
with, and made a study of irrigation 
matters, and discus.sed many of the' 
leading features in connection with the ! 
matters we had been commissioned to ' 
inquire into. From Greeley we drove 
to Fort Collins taking some two days 
in that district exaniinin,:? various ir- 
rigation systi.ms, .some of which have 
been in operation for years, also in 
interviewing a number of practical and 
experienced men in Such niatters. 
]''rom there we went to Denver, where 
we sijent a day or two Inter-vlewlng 
irrigation enslneers and lawyers and 
examining the system of ' State Water 
De<?reca X left Denver for Victoria on 
the 29th- September. 

Tile view of Profes.sor C.arpenter, in 
-.vhicli I fully concur, are set out at 
length in his personal report submitted 
hei:ewith. ..,.1 have the honor to be, sir, 
y.our obiBdtent servant/ Chairman of 
telgatlctri Committee. 

Professor Carpenter's report is as 
follows:- 

In considering the present and desir- 
able laws of British Columbia, J have 
considered esipecially the laws of Col- 
orado and of . the other western states 
of the Union'; with whloh-'J have pre- 
viously been acquainted,, and In addi- 
tion, the laws of many other countries, 
especially of tlio various British Colo- 
nies. I have been acquainted for a 
Rood many years with the conditions 
in Western United States, and have 
seen the development of much of their 
oystem, and of the development of the 
laws as aiipiieable to their condition, 
li'rom llie examination of the laws of 
all the countries, and a Unowledge of 
the gonenu (conditions, ,[ come to the 
jreneral conviction that those of tlio 
"Vestern United Slates are ;is a whole 
the ones which be.-^t nieet the general 
conditions that have developed and nre 
likely to (lev^^lop in Brltisli (^nlumbia. 
These will l.>e discussed more at longlli 
later In this report.

The ponnnh.slon visited the soutnern 
portion of British Columbia, oBpecJally. 



that between the Canadian Pacific 
Railway and the International Boun- 
dary. This was because the problem 
which had arisen in connection wltii 
the Irrigation had'- mostly developed In 
this section. Some parts were therefore 
typical of the situation which was 
arising. A knowledge concerning the 
other nortions of the province (so far 
as one member of the commission is 
concerned) was obtained through vari- 
ous means — liy. conversation,, by study 
of report.-}, ! especially of-- the CanadIl^-i; 
Geological Survey and the interpreta-' 
tion of these tacts by various niete- 
oroloprlcal conditions'. It was a great 
surprise to find the mild climate and 
the great possibilities in the growth of 
fruit, and espeo^lly with such crops 
as peaches. The tHals alreadj' made 
and the experience already acquired 
show beyoiid question that large areas 
can be devoted to the growth of peach- 
es and fruits of like character; besides 
the hardier fruits, like apples. 

Streams Below General Level. 
Si)eaking generally, tills portion of 
tile province is bounded both oast and 
west by higli ranges of mountains, and 
the extensive intermediate area with 
mountain , masses of iiiucli lower ele- 
vation. Tiiese are largely isolated, ex- 
tending to an elevation of from four to 
seven thousand feet, generally wooded 
and form sources of many small 
streams. The larger streams like tlie 
Fraser, Thompson, and the Columbia, 
are cut down below the elevation of 
the country and are largely out of con- 
sideration "for use for irrigation. The 
smaller streams must be the source of 
water for irrigation, with sligiit excep- 
tions. The land in the low mountain 
masses is separated by valleys of mod- 
erate extent, but of great fertility when 
supplied by water. The lands then 
command a price of from $10a to $200 
per acre, and more, almost as soon as 
water -is a-vallable— an increase which 
is reiTWtrJtable. 

The location ot the land on benches 
above tlio main streams in relatively 
small tracts makes the construction 
of gravity ditches on a large scale al- 
most out of the question, because of 
the excessive cost. The natural de- 
velopment Is by Irigation from "the 
side stream or by some <(ystein which 
will take the water from tlio main 
streams and use It on a limited tract 
which is naturally some system of 
pumi)ing. The great increase in the 
value of land with the application of 
water makes a great inducement for 
irrigation and is bound to develop to 
a very great extent in the immediate 
future. I think that everyone will 
agree that it i.-i the part of wise states- 
manship to encourage the development 
of those natural resources. Of all 
sources of wealth that which depends 
upon agriculture is the most stable, 
varies least from year to year and 
furnishes a population whoso interest 
is always oh the side of good govern- 
ment and forms an element which is 
alway.s in favor of good citizenship. 
Reduces AM Risk. 
The communities whicli depend upon 
irrigation are particularly stable and 
of high character because the very fact 
of irrigation reduces even sucli risks 
that are inherent in tlie growth of 
crops dependent upon water. It gives 
opportunities for tiie exercise of skill, 
loss upon chance, and tlins makes the 
returns much more certain and creates 
a contented frame of mind. The dif- 
ference betwee.n such agricultural 
communities -and J those dependent iip- 
(fn mining Is' noflceablij 'throughout the 
western states." WhIle 'the latter have 
brilliant perIods,*.of activity, they also 
have great periods of depression; the 
population is transient; the communi- 
ties are subject to great extremes, 
and one who is interested In his coun- 
try and his fellowmcn cannot but wish 
for the characteristics of the more 
stable agricultural communities. The 
periods of linancial depression em- 
phasize tiiese distinctions, for even if 
the returns become small, the agricul- 
tural community Is largely self-sup- 
porting and is able to tide over a 
period of depression with very little 
distress. 

The resources of British Columbia 
in this line are vcvy great. Undoubted- 
ly nearly all the valleys and the bench- 
es at an elevation less than two 
thousand feet may bo turned into pro- 
ductive land of high value, certainly 
if water can be supplied. In general, 
it may he exjiectcd tiial from three to 
five acres of watersiied will he requir- 
ed to irrigate one ain-e ot land, but 
the conditions are sucii that almost no 
limit can be put to the future develop- 
ment. The casual examination of 
Southern British Columbia would in- 
dicate that several hundred thousand 
acres ml.glit reasonably be expected to 
1)0 developed within a reasonable time. 
The question of development is largely 
an oconornle one, and thus the limit 
changes from year to year. Land which 
cannot be developed now, under chang- 
ed oonditions might justify develop- 
ment as the tendency is for the values 
of land to> Increase and the cost of de- 
velojinien^ to decrease— this limit is 
constantly extending. Moreover, the 
limit wliich is set by the available wa- 
ter supply also tend.'? to Increase, be- 
cause it is a. well known fact that a 
given .'iniount of water will serve more 
land after the Umd has been irrigated 
for a few years; tills is both because 
either the lanrl has decreased and the 
.skill in the use of water has increas- 
ed. 



Foster This Development. 

It is tlierefore evident that British 
Columl^ia is destined ^o be an exten- 
siv-e area ol' irrigated land of high price 
and wliich will be divided into small 
iioldings, and thus maintain a large 
population. The part ot wisdom as 
lias been reco;;nl:'.cd your people is 
to foster this development. Up to tlie 
present time, such development as has 
taken place has been an incident In tlie 
history of tlie province, in that res- 
])ect, it lias been jiarallol to the ex- 
perience of almost all other common- 
wealths. It has reached a point where 
difficulty has arisen In the .appllcatinn 
of laws that have been on the statute 
hooka and also conflicting inttr-?sts 
have arisen which neither precedent 
nor law has been able to meet. This 
iias likewise been the case wltli al- 
most all othei: commonwealths. .'V 
marked feature of the dev'elopinent for 
■the past few years in almost all coun- 
tries Is the struggle over water; the 
great growth of cities; the development 
of. large manufacturing industries has 
made necessary lor water one of the 
important ones. 

In earlier conditions, and In a more 
humid country very little, fluestion of 
this character arose, but now -with the 
larger settlements it becomes a pri- 
mar.v question and the legislatures, 
parliaments, and courts had to meet 
the qiio.itio-.i, and communities have 
fouuil il nec-essary to go to great-ex- 
lienso lo lu-liig water for domestic a.nd 
manufacturing supiily. Such retiulre- 
menls cannot be entirely torseeii, but 
I he tteneral needs can be anticipated 
and ijrovislon made for the conditions 
shown by experience. 

The Evolution of Irrigation Laws. 
The ;itatule laws, as well as judicial 
decisions, are generally an outgrowth 
of conditions, and there is. a marked 
rowth in b^th to meet ehun'glrig con- 
ditions. Communities under the same 



situation are apt to go through, peri- 
ods of development of much tne same 
character. It is because of this that 
I take Colorado as an instance, for it 
has gone through stages of progress 
in its Irrigation d.'\ elopment, which, it 
seems to me, are the !?aiTne., as ..itliose: 
Which BrIUsli Columbia is likely to; 
experience. Colorado was. the. -first of, 
the United States to feel the need ofi 
special legislation; the first to feel 
that the Riparian doctrine of the com- 
raohHaws did'Hot apply, ana thus made 
tKe first 'sy.stematlc development In Its 
attempt to fit the needs of an Anglo- 
Saxon community to the conditions of 
the arid regions. Its laws have eomo by 
steps as the needo have been recogniz- 
ed; its development has been made 
mucli more extensive than other states 
and therefore it is farther in the march 
of progress. Other states have foilaw- 
cd the same path, have In some cases 
avoided the difficulties v,-hlch experi- 
ence had shown in Colorado, but as a 
whole, have gone through tlie .some per- 
iods of development. The application 
to the present case i.s, not in recom- 
mending their laws as laws to be fol- 
lowed, but by being instructive in- 
stances of progress of development and 
tlic conditions which will need to be 
met, though with slightly different 
cheumstances of custom and legisla- 
tive authority. 

Different Periods. 
It may be divided into the following 
periods of development: 

(a) That of Individual or small de- 
veloimient. 

(b) That of co-operation or com- 
pany period.^ 

(c) The reservoir period. 

(d) The consolidation, 
These periods overlap each other, but 

at the same time, the beginning of 
each period can be quite definitely 
stated. 

The Individual period of develop- 
ment Is the first, where individuals are 
struclv with a desire to take up land 
and clioose the land which can best be 
irrigated, that is, on the small streams 
of large falls where short ditches can 
be built and then constructed with in- 
dividual effort or with tlio help of 
only a few. This Is jjrior to the time 
when capital is available. 

After a time the locations which 
can be improved by individual effort 
are largely taken up and it is realised 
that more extensive enterprises are 
necessary. This means large areas of 
land take large capital, and thus eith- 
er the co-operation of owners of a 
large tract, or the construction of a 
canal by combined capital; thus it may 
be either a co-operative enterprise on 
a large scale or a dltoh built as an in- 
vestment. In Colorado, the first of the 
co-operative ditches were built' about 
1871 and the ditch by the Investment 
of capital a few years later. 

The settlement of the country and 
the greater jiressure on the water sup- 
ply. 

Then comes the period when the 
current water supply is insufficient. 
Farmers found that they might grow 
morn profitable crops If water were 
available at periods when the streams 
were low. That a .stream of water In 
its natural state, crops like grain and 
forage crops may be raised to the 
greatest extent but these do not pro- 
duce the greatest returns, nor will they 
keep the lands at work for a large 
part of the year. They realized that p-i- 
tatoes were a profitable crop, forced 
the construction of the first reservoir 
and when it was found that the profits 
were even greater i than anticipated It 
brought an Immediate demand fpr. a 
large, increase, thus within 'a dozen 
miles of Ft. Colling the farmers have 
themselves Invested some $3,000,000 or 
more in th-3 conptruotlon of resen-olr.'s. 
It has also revealed the fact that many 
supplies of water which were consid- 
ered -small and negligible are of great 
value -when collected In reservoirs. 
Consolidation Period. 
The consolidation period Is one 
which as yet has been developed but 
little in Colorado, but I think the ten- 
dency however. Is evident. The occas- 
ion arises from the fact that during 
tile construction of the early enterpris- 
es, the projectors had only a small 
amount of capital, consequently they 
were limited often and built a ditoii 
whoso cost w-ould bo witliln their 
means. Perhaps they built a ditch to 
cover a.s much land as they thought 
would ever be used, but with llie de- 
velopment of the country someone else 
found It profitable to build another 
ditch that would parallel the first and 
cover a large amount of land; then 
probably comes a third enterprise, and 
maybe a fourth, parallelling each oth- 
er, duplicating their management; of- 
ten two or more ditches supplying 
water for the same tract, and thus 
proving an economic w-aste. Even af- 
ter it becomes evident that economy 
would result in the combination of 
these ditches, supply the same land, 
local jealousies often prevented the 
consideration of such a question. Such 
considerations are still effective, but 
in many ways the tendencies are mani- 
fest, and I anticipate before many 
years that many of these ditches now 
piirailei will unite their enterprises, 
and at any -rate work In co-operation 
so that wt'ter may be run through the 
ditch best prepared to supply a given 
tract of land. The development which 
takes ijlace at present is th(' naturjii 
outgrowth of the situation ;ind como.s 
mostly from a realization of the com- 
munity of interest. 

Prevail in This Province 
These periods are such as are being 
passed through in British Columbia. 
The condition of the province has 
made tiie first stage at present the 
principal one. The physical conditions 
render large canals out of the ques- 
tion, but would render experienced en- 
terprises necessary. The construction 
of reservoirs is already upon you; the 
.-streams with low supplies of water in 
summer, a time when the needs of 
fruit call for an available supply and 
the great value of the fruit crop.s force 
this condition with a.iidcd eni])liasis. 

While the above give the steps in 
the development of the law, the laws 
themselves may be divided Into differ- 
ent classes. 

The first class may be considered 
those which liave to do with determin- 
ing The right to water. In Colorado 
the rights in general were taken to 
depend upon lieneflcial use, ' and hot 
upon a record as in British Columbia . 
This was definitely established as tlie 
basis when the constitution was adopt- 
ed In 1876. A seiTes of laws was re- 
quired to provide means for determin- 
ing the amount; of '.water to which a, 
claimant^ was entitled, while the igen- 
eral principles'' recognized boneflcini 
use the first decree based the appro- 
priation on the size of the canal. Af- 
terw.ards this was .neon to be wrong, 
and it was changed by court docl.-.inn 
HO as to recognize the area which was 
irrigated or tlie amount of water which 
was used as the measure of beneficial 
use rather than upon the amount 
v.'hicli the canal might carry. This 
was determined after the water had 
been npidlcd. Subsequently it has 
been recognized that this a'Tnin should 
be modified ho as to allow some time 
for the project to develop. 

Amount of Use. 
, The laws provided the machinery tor 
establlahlnff. the fact of use. These 



consist essentially of means to make 
claim to an intended use, and subse- 
quentlv to make a final claim show- 
ing the amount of use. The final rec- 
ord Is made by the court and is termed 
a decree, and states botlii the amount 
of water that Is called for and the 
date of the beneHcIal use, the latter 
being 'of importance'..ln;caseiO,t conflict 
with otljer claims." '■There have been 
inado suits between. different : claimants 
to establish the.-prlor . claim. The de- 
fects that havei- s'rlsen-. In these laws 
will be pointed out lateV, the purpose 
now being tc^glye , a. summi.ry of the 
general steps. ■. ■ - , 

A second class which may lie recog- 
nized arc- tliose laws which provide for 
tlie public administration of waters. 
Tlio public control recognized that all 
waters In public streams belong to 
tlio public.l It was very soon found as 
the country developed and as the 
claims Increased, tliat water gave rise 
to very serious disputes very early in 
tlie history of the commonwealth where 
the germs of public administration 
were developed. It was not, however, 
until the elalnia increased in number, 
and especially until after large canals 
were built, that the necessity became 
acute, and that it became genei'ally 
recognized th.at the state must take 
control of, and distribution of waters 
into its hands. 

Instance of This 

The particular occasion for this arose 
on the Cache la Poudre river. At first 
the newer ditches were short, and up- 
stream above the older ones, so that 
they had tiie advantage of position. 
Afterwards the lower community joined 
In large ditches wliich became tlie uj)- 
streani ditches, and tlius the lower 
community gained the advantage of 
Ijosltion. The experienced con\*erted 
two influential communities on tlio 
same .stream, so that they recognized 
the necessity of a public distribution 
of water, and this jiubllc management 
developed into tiie jiresent system, al- 
though not at once. It has grown and 
extended as necessity has become evi- 
dent from year to year, and undoubted- 
ly will be extended in tlio future. 

The control Itself ' is invested in a 
ofllcer who 1b termed a state engineer. 
Under htm are five division engineers, 
one for each of the particular water- 
sheds of the 'State, and subordinate to 
these are 67 -water commissioners, as 
they are termed, one in each district, 
with deputies as they rhay need. In 
general, these commissioners have to 
deal with one stream or a diiiall por- 
tion of larger .'itreams. They ai-e em- 
ployed from ten days to the whole 
year, according to the local neces- 
sities. Their duty is to distribute wa- 
ter among the ditches In accordance 
with the rights of the respective 
ditches. In that respect they have 
summary authority. 

An appeal lies to the state engineer 
from any decision of his subordin- 
ates. 

Superintended by Official 

In carrying out his duties as sub- 
ordinate to this general purpose the 
state laws require measuring flumes 
or other devices to be put in each 
canal and to be under the superin- 
tendence of the state engineer, -"nie 
state engineer also dctorniincs the 
cpiantlty of water in. .'jtream, the los.^ 
of water by seepage; determination of 
the capacity of reservoirs; direct 
supervision of the amount which is 
distributed by reservoirs, etc. — all 
having for their general luirposo the 
determination of tlioi fairness of dis- 
tribution, and to protect the rights of 
the respective users. 

In general tlie control of the state 
ceases after the water enters the 
ditch. The water commissioner may 
reduce the amount entering a ditch 



ditches with earlier rights below, the 
upper ditches could take water from 
the main stream in exoiiange. This 
lia.4 led to an elaborate system of ox- 
change, so that In -.some cases the upper 
ditches obtain .lyatei:,. at their head- 
gate whichfls: tlie:;rSisult' of some Six 
exchanges. ■' , : 

Several of these rights, and especial- 
ly the last one, are instances of de- 
velopment to meet local conditions. A 
few years ago they inight not have 
been thought necessary. In most cases 
the practice has developed in . some 
communities : by: common consent,- in 
order to meet the situation \Yhich many 
felt Was fnecSgiSai'ii^^^^^^^^^ 
may have! be?ri> converted Into statute. 
These are illustrations of the point I 

above rn'^nWonedi .flMt-'th'e l^^^^ t'^ ^ 
great extoM; d#elop vtg. mee^ the con- 
ditions, ' ', " ' 

To" Protect Rights.-.' 
A number of other laws have de- 
veloped because of tho necessity to 
protect tlie rights of others. These are 
essentially, such, as . to^ see that the 
reservoirs "ijb not , Store water - SO a.s 
to Infrlftir^-ttn' the rights. of others, and 
lo ae6.,.that.the reservoii's do»not tal-:e 
advantage of . thffllr poSliiqn of their in- 
accessibility to capture water as it goes 
by at the expense of others. Some 
reservoirs have been prone to do tills 
when the stream ran tiirough their 
basin. Tho state engineer may put in 
measuring head-gates, may require 
guage rods, and may cause a survey 
to be made of the capacity of the res- 
ervoir at the expense ot the owners 
when the reservoirs are a natural 
stream. 

There is a constant tendency to 
recognize the increasing importance of 
reservoirs and their value. It has been 
found, as a matter of experience, that 
many Insignillcant streams of water 
liecome of importance when stored. 
While the public and the courts have 
been jealous to prevent any encroach- 
ment on the rights ot others, it is now 
repognized that a canal may store wa- 
ter which has been used previously In 
direct irrigation. This is a recognition 
or the general right to do almost any- 
thing that does not conflict with the 
rights of others. 

Practically the diHiculty in this Is 
that the amount of water which has 
been previously used lias been so poor- 
ly defined and often has been stated in 
excessive terms that the result lias 
often been unjust. 

A fourth class of laws is of more 
recent development. There are tlie 
ones relating to water districts, and 
modelled essentially on the Austral- 
ian law. In effect It' glyes a comnaun- 
ity authority to organize a municipal 
organization, and power to construct 
or buy irrigation works for the benefit 
of the whole area, to contract in- 
debtedness and to raise the cost of 
taxation. One of the principal benefits 
at present Is that the land of a com- 
niunity can join togetlier, and often 
may be combined In a joint work 
which would otherwise be almost im- 
possible. There has been In some 
cases evidence of a tendency for dis- 
tricts of this character to be formed 
to purchase existing works. In most 
cases this has been so far to purchase 
reservoirs to supplement a supply 
which they already possessed. 

Besides the laws meinioned in the 
above classes there have been in- 
numerable laws and decisions which 
scarcely falh into any general class, 
and are not of particular importance, 
so far as indicating the development 
of the system. For instance, such 
laws as determine the method of the 
payment of the water comniissioner.s, 
or to provide tluit bridges over can- 
in casp of waste or excessive use.'jf.'s "» ,'-°-''''-^ '^''""''l maintained by 
such cases of waste as i, evident^ Pu^'i^^' ''' ."1 .'"any other.s, which 
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This Is a delicate power to exercise 
and Is very rarely done, except in 
such cases of. waste as is evident when 
water Is permitted- to run over roads. 
Excessive use Is difficult to establish, 
and In general water commissioners 
do not attempt to exercise this power 
except In extreme cases. Their power 
depends very mucli upon their tact 
and good judgment, that more power 
and authority is given them willingly 
by the community. 

Aside from these duties of the state 
engineer, which arise from his au- 
thority as ;in administrative oflicer, 
there nre other duties which clu.-iter 
about Ills office, as for example, he 
has jurisdiction over the construction 
of dams, has power to determine their 
safety, and to condemn or lix a safety 
'line for any given dam. beyond whicli 
tlicy shall not till and to exercise in 
general both an engineering and a po- 
lice -supervision. 

An Office of Record 
It is also an olHce of record, in 
that all preliminary claims are filed in 
his office. The supervision of the con- 
struction of state roads and bridges 
has also fallen to the office, as a mat- 
ter of convenience, becau.se there lias 
been no other ofllcer of tlio state to 
whom it could be conveniently given. 

A tlilrd general class of laws am! of 
court decisions h.ave been in connection 
with the deveioinneiit of reservoirs. 
There has never been any (lue.'itlon as 
to tlic right to exprojiriate land for 
this purpose. The laws have developed 
along the determination of the rights 
to store any flood or excess water, and 
in deliniiig the limit ot their rights. 
It was originally stated that they had 
no right to store during the irrigation 
season, and consequently tli;it tho right 
ot canals was stiperlor lo the right of 
storage. In tlie course of years con- 
ditions cliangcd. The importance of 
reservoirs has been Increasingly evi- 
dent, and there is a tendency more e.s- 
peclally noticeable in court decisions to 
rccognlne the right of a reservoir to 
store at any time. The recognition of 
ditches as having superior rights to 
reservoirs resulted In placing even of 
recent date prior to reservoirs that 
have been built many years, , and as, 
with the development of the state, tho 
reservoirs are producing more public 
wealth by raising higlier priped crops, 
is has been Inereaslnglj' felt that their 
prior rightfj should be respected. 

This doctrine Is' not as yet fully de- 
veloped, but the tendency, I'tlilnk, is 
iinmistakeable. - ' • 

A Reservoir's Rights 
The i-iglU of a reservoir to use a por- 
tion of tlio bed of a stream as a reser- 
voir was early recognized in a court 
decision. Likewise, the right to carry 
water In a stream from a reservoir to 
the head gate of a canal was first 
an outgrowth ot practice and, subse- 
quently Incorporated In statute. , 

The right to condemn land for reser- 
voir purposes has always .existed,';. on 
the same footing as the right to 'odn- 
demn land for ditch; purposes: - 

'rhere'li'aSTalsOi.aevelopjBd an 'Import- 
ant right to V^'^xpli.aiiigevi^ater, '-.g 
limes a.. canal ,liBVlng,an early right of 
record, to . th'e ruhnlngfewater^,/ 
stream has been s ltd ated doWh streaiti. 
They might not need water at all times 
but if their right was recognized as 
primary, the reservoirs above would bo 
prevented from storing. Newer canals 
nearly all start further up the strcaiiiK. 
They could build reservoirs and 1111 
them through: their ditch. By then us- 
ing reservoir water to compen-^iate tho 



are matters of minor details and par- 
tlcally give a rule of action. 

Defects of Colorado Laws 
Tho summ>ary given above, of Col- 
orado laws Is ratlier to Illustrate the 
development, not to carry the idea 
that they are perfect. -Some mater- 
ial defects have been evident, but as 
a whole her system of laws has been 
recognized as one of the most per- 
fect, because it has fitted the condi- 
tions. Senator Stewart, of Nevada, 
spoke of them as being the most 
perfect of any system. 

One of the most serious defects is 
in the establishment of decrees, cor- 
responding to tlie record of BritLsh 
C^oliimhla. This largely iarose . from 
the lack of knowledge of water and 
ignorance of terms, especially those 
relating to measurements at a time 
when water rights were determined. 
This led to excessive grants which 
have been a source of most serious 
troubles which have arisen, and 
troubles are not yet ended. This 
condition has become a serious one, 
and While a corresponding situation 
has devcJoped in British Columbia, 
it Is much easier to rectify. The 
diflicultles would have lessened or 
possibly entirely prevented had the 
state been represented with a quali- 
fied engineer, or had the hearing 
been before someone acquainted with 
water conditions. 

A second defect has arisen from tlie 
fact on continuity of service of water 
ollicers, therefore, there has lieen no 
cumulative experience for tlie bene- 
fit of tho public. All subordinate of- 
ficers have, been appointed for a short 
time. 

]']xperlence in water ^matters has 
noU tieen k, necessary ' (lualilication/, 
and the result is that there has been 
a constant change of oflicers. Each 
ofllcer has had to practically learn 
the duties of his position and come 
in contact with troubles without tho 
aid of tho experience of his prede- 
cessor; lionco it is that some districts \ 
are no fartiicr advanced than they 
were twenty years ago. Other dis- 
tricts are now meeting problems that 
other regions of the state solved to 
their satisfaction many years since. 
A very groat progress ivould have 
been made could this defect have 
been provided for. 

As a consequence of the system of 
.appropriation and decrees already 
mentioned there has been a very 
serious over appropriation of streams. 
When In addition to this, there h;is 
been reco.gni'/ed a right to transfer 
water from one canal to another, a 
very serious situation has develojiod, 
especially from the indeflniteness ot 
tlie former records, and the difliculty 
of dQtermining the amount to which a 
claimant should justly be entitled. 
We may, for instance have had a re- 
cord for fifty cubic feet per second, 
but have applied it to an area of land 
that might not have used more than 
two or three. When transfer red to 
another canal the pliysicul limita- 
tions are removed, and in court pro- 
cedure it has been difllcult to estab- 
lish limitations which have been 
made otherwise by its physical situa- 
tion. Tiie excess decree.'i In them- 
selves would not be so bad in many 
eases If the traiisfer.s were not admit- - 
ted, or the transfer.s would not be so 
bad were It not for the excess de- 
crees. The combination of the two, 
however, has revealed a weakness 
that is tile aubjoct of much Irrita- 
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tion, and must lead to some move to 
remedy. 

The Law of Records 

The law in regard to decrees or 
records provides that after the de- 
cree of the court has been rendered 
that no appeal can be made unless 
entered within four years. Inasmuch 
as the injustice is not generally evi- 
dent until long after that time the 
decrees have become permanent and 
there has been no provision to es- 
tablish abandonment, it has led to, 
many cases which are . manifestly un'J 
just and are- contrary *to ■'general -pubr 
lie interest. ' 

I have given so much space to

IN THE SCHOOLS 

Vancouyer. Board Contemplat- 
es Segregatin'g Those 
Over Age 



^Vancouver, Feb. ll.-^Becqmmenda- 
tlona will pi'obably be presented at the 
lieict meeting of the board of , school 
trustees looking to the segregation of 
the older Chinese and Japanese schol- 
ars of the city schools from the white 
children. The board will meet next 
week, and it is not improbable that 
the entire Oriental question as affect- 
ing tho schools will be' considered. 

The problem, if such it may be dc- 
.5lguatod, only exists at the Central 
school owing to its proximity to the 
Chinese quarter. According to a re- 
port considered by tho managing com- 
mittee the Orientals in attendance 
there number 117. All the Asiatics 
with the excej)tlon of thirty or forty 
Japanese are Chinese. Many reasons 
for "segregating" the older Orientals 
In a separate classroom under one 
teacher can be urged. :' Of.; these ll'i' 
tho majority are members of, Junior 
classes already too large to be taught 
with any degree of facility: , In this 
school the strange spectacle of Chi- 
nese boys nineteen or,:tw.enty years old 
seated at desks - aldpga.We httle white 
and Oriental ^children '- under twelve 
years of age,- la J)resent€d. The propo- 
sition is" to c^U out all Orientals over 
tho legailfsohool age limit of sixteen, 
and. glye them Independent Instractlon 
ijifa^i/^feparate apartments ' ' 

inbldeiitally Vancouver can lay claim 
to a unique distinction, one that is un- 
paralleled even in the province of 
Quebed. -Twenty-seven pupils, all the 
children of one Chinese father, are In 
attendance at the Central school. Tho 
fond parent has three wives living, 
and has buried several other spouses. 
His offspring were gifts from all of 
them. Their ages constitute a verit- 
able sliding scale. 

Experience has .also domonstratod 
proof that ability is not the exclusive 
heritage of the Cauca.»ilan race.

L. S. EATON INSPECTOR 
UNDER NATAL ACT 

Appoiiitecr by Provincial Gov- 
ernment to See That Asi- 
atics Do Not Land Here - '. 



■ To enforce the Natal act and to ex- 
clude from Vancouver island all Japa- 
nese, Chinese, Hindus and other Asi- 
atics who cannot nass the educational 
test, the provincial government has 
appointed K S. Eaton inspector under 
tho act. With the aid of Lite provin- 
cial police he. will see that the enact- 
nient Is complied with. Sergeant Mur- 
ray of the provinciil police depart- 
ment ' left this . morning on the Prin- 
cess Victoria for Vancouver to Instruct 
the provincial police ■ In ■ the require- 
ment of the new l&w. All arrange- 
ments had been made prior to the as- 
sent being given. 

At the quarentlne station there are 
125 Japanese who arrived by the Kaga 
Maru. They are detained there for 
tho ordinary period of quarantine, IS 
days. They are ticketed to 'Victoria, 
and In the 'event of their release they 
will be refused a landing In all prob- 
ability.' jSome 268 other Jaiianese are 
also there. They are bound for the 
United States. As the assurance 
given the American government was 
very similar to that given the Hon. 
Rudolph Lemleux these immigrants 
will be able to proceed to the United 
States without any trouble.- 

The general Idea prevaling is tiiat 
the Ottawa government will disallow 
the act. It Is hoped that this will at 
least not be done until the protest Is 
given more effect by" an actual case 
of exclusion taking place. 

In all events th,e bill must remain In 
effect for ten. days.. It will require 
five days for the bill to-reach Ottawa 
and five days for Its return. 



NEW MOUNTAIN ROUTE 



Reports From North State En- 
gineers Locate IVIore Fa- 
vorable Pass 



If the rumor in circulation for sev- 
eral days past ia true tho G. T. P. en- 
gincors have succeeded in locating a 
pass througli the Rockies which will 
give the line a much less grade that 
either of the two routes already sur- 
veyed. AVord has b(,-cn received from 
tho north that a pass has been found 
lying south of the Bulkley valley which 
if adoi)tcd by the company would bring 
the road out through the headwaters 
of the Morris river and hit across tlie 
south foi'ks of the Copper river, thenee 
down the Skeona river to Princ-e Ru- 
pert. The two routes alrcad.v survey- 
ed, and along which the public has 
heretofore supposed the road would 
run, are said to presijnt a much high- 
er grade, ;ind consequently ,W0Uld en- 
tail greater cost of operatloti, - than the 
new route. ' ','. 

Should these rumors prove true and 
the new pass be a fact It will alter to 
a marked .i-extent speculative activity 
In tho .nilrth, One .of the old routes 
ran dowrttthe Bulkley;^.valley . to ti;e 
confluence of thei -Telquarand Bulkley 
rivers, in which section^ there has been 
groat activity In a speq-ulJitlve way, 
and tho other came down'- the Bulkley 
valley and along- the Skeena river. The 
new route. If adopted, would mean the 
cutting off of the Bulkley valley as 
the mainland .section and making a 
lino 100 miles shorter to Prince Ru- 
pert. Tho gradient on the line along 
tho Telqua river Is abotit 1 per cent 
and on tho Bulkley valley route about 
l-T) ])er cent. Thii new route apparent- 
ly gl^'es an oven hotter grade besides 
a shorter roiito to tho 'Pacific terminus, 



IN LOCAL PRODUCE 

Expected Advance in Flour Has 
Not' Taken Place—Other 
Lines Hold Steady ' 



Despite the reports from custom 
points to tlie effect that flour prices 
win soon advance there has, been -no 
change in local prices and ,d(3are'rs . who 
were predicting an ■ advance are now 
puzzled to forecast Just what the fu- 
ture will bring forth. The recent strong 
tone of the eastern wheat marltet, and 
the reported shortage of good milling 
viirleUes, gave rise to the expectations 
:bf an .advance -but theS(:-Htheat - market 
has of late displayed a weaker tone. Lo- 
cal prices hold at tho recent level. 

Advices from (_'liicago tell of remark- 
ably low prices for live hogs and it Is 
expected that a consequent weakness in 
bacon and lard will soon be felt though 
up to date the price of these two prod- 
ucts has hold remarkably strong, in fact 
have been higher than for many months^ 
Hams are exiremcdy we;d< and it is liartl 
to (iuot(! ,a definite price. 

In other lines of produce tln^ week 
has se(-n practically no change. In 
dairy produce, eggs arc in idontlfnl 
snpiily and of good quality, the mild 
weatlier having materially increased re- 
ceipts, r'rlces held .it last week's h'vel 
at 4 5 cents per dozen though dealers 
ivonld not bo surprised if price." tooli 
a drop. Cooking varieties are also un- 
changed at 35 cents per dozen. Butter 
Is in good supply and good qualities .'ire 
unchanged .at 45 cents per pound for 
creamery. Ko change in clieeso has been 
noted. 

Tho only chnn;^e in tho vegetable list 
is that recorded in onions wliich are 
quoted at .-i slight advance, three pounds 
for 2a cents for the southern \-arieties. 
Callfornin celery is on the market but 
is of but moderate quality as It Is yet a 
little early. AH other lines of vege- 
tables r(;nialn unchanged in price. 

Apples of the local varieties are now 
off the market the demand being' iriet 
with tlie soiitliern product which retails 
from $2 per box up. l-'resh pineapples 
have beeti received on the, San Francisco 
boat and are meotlng, with' i-oady sales. 
Tlie advance In tlib canned' goOds market 
in tho op.st has- not vet been felt here 
though local stocks are but moderate 
and higher, prices locally- are looked for 
by dealers. A drop in the price, of Sago 
and Tapioca bus been made, quotations 
now being three poiy\ds for 25 cents.

CHEKALIS APPEAL IS 
NOW BEING ARGUED 



Formidable At ray of Legal 
Talent is Engaged; in the 
Big .Case / 



The special sitting of - ho full court 
opened yesterday with the hearing ot 
tho case of Bryce et al. vs. the C. P. 
R.. an appeal from a decision 01 Mr, 
JListlco Martin. ' Seven people were 
drowned as a consctiiience ot the col- 
liblbh'pf jthe steatnei-s Princess Victoria 
arid' qhehalia .luly 21, 1900, close to 
"Vancouver harbor, with the result 
that seven actions for damages were 
brought against! the C, P. R., the own- 
ers of the Princess Victoria, (..'rlminai 
proceedings for manslaughter wei-e. 
also brought against Captain Griffin 
of tho Prliicos.s Victoria, but they were 
unsuccessful. A Dominion investiga- 
tion was liekl by Mr. Justice Morrison 
and two assessor.s, , which laid tho 
blame on tlie Princess Victoria and 
su.ipended tlie caiitain.'s license for six 
months. The seven damage suit.s ivere 
consolidated into one action and tried 
before JSIr. Justice Martin, who gave 
judg-ment for the company, holding 
that foe tug Chehallis \vas responsible 
for the disaster. ThC; case now being 
tried before the full C(iurt Is an ap- 
jieal from ■ this decisio'h. 

Chief ' Justice Hunter and' Justices 
Irving and Clement constituted tho 
court yesterday, and a formidable ar- 
ray oC legal talent was gathered be- 
fore them. 1-;. P. Davis, K. C, 
C. V. Bodwell, K. C, and J. 
li;. McMulIen appeared for the C. P. 
U., and Hon. \V. J. Bo^vser, K. C, and 
.toscph Martin, K. C were iire.-ent for 
tlie appellants. Kred looters, K. C, 
who appeared for one of the iilaintiffs 
at the trial, was also [iresent watch- 
ing the case in connection with an 
admiralty suit wdiicli is jiendlng aris- 
ing out of the same incident. 

Mr. Martin Opens. 

In opening the case, I\lr. Martin said, 
in part: "The accident occurred short- 
ly after 2 p. in., July 21, 1900, on a 
bVlght, calm day, but a short distance 
irom the Vancouvei wbarf, In the 'Bur- 
rard inlet, just beyond Brockton point. 
Both the Princess Victoria and the 
Chehalls were on their way out of 
the harbor at the time, and it Is con- 
ceded that the Princess Victoria was 
the overtakink boat. The Chehalis was 
a tug lioat about 00 feet long, and on 
this occasion carried a number of 
passcngoi-.-a, some ten or twelve all told. 
The passengers were interested in an 
oyster comi^aiiy and had chartered the 
boat for a triji north to view their 
holding.s. Mr. l?ryce had his wife 
with him, who was drowned; a Mr. 
Bennett had his boy .with him, who 
was drowned, and there were seven 
deaths all told. ' 

"There was also a small naptha 
launch making it.s w-ay out of the har- 
bor at the same time, on about the 
same course as the Chehalis. and on 
her port side. As the Princess A'ic- 
tnrla came out she had both these 
boats ahead of her, and there seemed 
to her captain to boiroom to pass be- 
tween them, as In point iof fact there 
was if they had beoiv stationary ob- 
.jects. Ho determined 'to pass between 
them Instead of going to starboard of 
the Chehalis, and so going outside of 
both of them, with the result that he 
ran down the Chelialis. There were 
seven lives lost, as I ha\-o .said, and It 
;ippears that the,«e peo|ile were in tin- 
cabin ot tho tug, those on deck escaii- 
Ing. The Chehalis we-nt to the bottom, 
the Princess Victoria passing right 
o-ver her and her living freight, tho 
survivors being picked up by boats. 
The Princess yictorla then stopped 
and there is some (-onflict a.'; to when 
she stopped. ' Our belief Is that .she 
did not stop her engines till she was 
In the act of colliding, the defense 
maintaining: that they were stopped 
earlier. 

Says Victoria Was Guilty. 

"Our contention is that under the 
rules which govern such cases the 
Princess Victoria was guilty ot a num- 
ber of Improper actions and that the 
accident wa.s entirely the result of 
Captain Griffin's negligence. His was 
the overtaking boat and ho was obliged 
to avoid the .slilii he wished to over- 
take, ihu only obligation on the latter 
being that of keeping her course and 
niaintaining her speed. 

"Uu the face of it, it wiU seem to 
tlie court an extraordliiai-y thing that 
sucii a calamity could take place un- 
der such circumstances. It was a [lar- 
tlcularly clear day, there was no sea 
running and there was a strong in- 
coming tide, so, on the face of it, 
it would seem that it must be the 
Victoria's fault. Kspi-cially since the 
Princess Victoria is probably tlie finest 
ship on the Pacific coast. At any 
rate, Captain Gritl'in ilalnis that the 
boat responds to the least iiioveinent 
of her helm and can be stojjp(.-d almost 
in.stantaneously, so that going full speinl 
against an eight m- nine-knot tide, 
she must ha\'e been luiusually easy to 
stop. 

"It will appear from the' evidence 
that the real cause of the accident 
was that Captain Griffin, Instead of 
taking a course lo starboard of botli 
boa.ts, for which there , was amiile 
room, chose to go between the two. At 
the trial. Judge Marliii held that the 
Clielialls was to blame because . she 
su'erved, and It is common ground 
that she did so at the last moment. 
Captain Griffin noticed that the naptha 
launch on his port side was wobbling 
on her course, so In order to avoid 
running her down or swamping her ho 
steadied his boat, which had been 
swinging to port round tiio point. Just 
as ho did this the collision occurred. 
Our case is that the Chehalis was 
also s-n'inging to port, and that if tho 
Victoria hud continued on her cour.so 
all would have been well, but the cap- 
tain straightening her out caused her 
to cross the course of tho Chelialis. 
Our theory is, and tho evidence lends 
it some support, that the occupants of 
the Victoria's pilot hoitso wore so oc- 
cupied In watching tlie naptha launch 
and Its vagaries that they did not 
notice the Chehalis till 11 was too late. 
Responsibility for Accident, 

"The Victoria did not strike witli 
her stem, but some twelve feet fi-oni 
it, catching the Chehalis somewliat 
aliaft of .-imldshlpH, and turning her 
coniplctely over. Mr. Justice .'Martin 
conies lo the remarkable eoncliisioii 
that tlie Victoria Is In no way to Ijlame 
and attrlbues that accld(Uit to the CIkv 
halls swerving to port and corning 
across the Victoria which I submit is 
enirely in the face of the evidence. 
He fiiid.s as a fact that the channel 
was a narrow, channel, vvitliln the 
meaning of the rules, and blames llie 
(.Chehalis for not keeping to the stiir- 
boartl sklo of the channel, w-hlle tho 
Victoria, which was on the same side 



of the channel, under the samo circum- 
stances, is not blamed. The rule says 
that the ship ahead, must keep her 
speed, antl course, aiid that the ship 
behind must keep out of the way. We 
claim that' Captain Griffin, bv ills ac- 
tion, created the jeopardy, and so is 
responsible. It was his duty as a 
careful mariner, either to . go'.to-.star-' 
board of both bi;ihts or ■ ■tpiJBtop.iJils,; 
ship. ■ -i^. v" lis":'- / 

: "Immediately .matter the collision the 
Dominion: government ordered an in-; 
flulrv, whlch. ,wap .-niade "by Mr.- Jus-., 
tice -Morrison anditwoiiassesaoi-s, who 
found thef'A''Iotoria-'solely to tolame and 
suapended' the llcens&),of ;;the.!.V.iotorla's- 
eaptaln for .al3£;iAohths.vi;y!, 

At< this p61nt. Mr. 'Bodwell obiocted 
strongly to.: any., reference to any pro- 
ceedlngS''h£Ld.' liikiconnection with the 
disaster' except' those In tho court be- 
low- He argued that they had nothing 
to do with the case then being tried 
and did not form part of tho record 
In the case. Mr. Martin contended that 
the appeal book did contain statements 
that justirted what he had said and 
liroceeded to read some of them. Con- 
tinuing, Mr. Martin said; 

"Mr. Justice .Martin ands as a fact 
th.-^il the accident was caused by the 
swerving of the Chehalis. lie says that 
Capt. Howse lost his head and turned 
the wheel in the wrong directi(m. Tho 
only evidence of this is that of a law- 
year named Lynn. He ."iays he knows 
nothing of nautical matters, but re- 
members noticing Capt. Howse turn- 
ing the wheel the wrong way. Now 
Mr. Lvnn was examined twice, once 
on commission though afterwards he 
was brought to the trial and gave testi- 
mony. In the first place he ^ald he 
remembered seeing that the wheel was 
turned a certain way, put. when next 
time he ga'ire. evidence after it had been 
brought to his attention that If the 
wheel had been turned that way the 
ship would have. gone ■th.e contrary way 
to which It did, he said he had made 
a mistake ahd now remembered that 
tho wheel had been turned the other 
way. Thus he made a totally contra- 
dictory statement about a question of 
fact -which he claimed was within hla 
distinct recollection, and I ask the court 
to disbelieve lils evidence." 

Lighthousekeeper's Eyidencft 

Then turning to the "evldende- coun- 
sel took tho testimony 'of WlUlam 
David Jones, keeper of the Brocktop 
Point lighthouse. Jones, It seems, 
came to his txont gate to watch the 
Princess - Victoria go , by. He said the 
-naptha lauhcii was- 400 yards west of 
the point and 100 yards south of the 
ChehaUs,''they were about opposite and 
making for the Narrows. The Princess 
was very close to the Chehalis when 
she vva.s about 50 yards east of the 
point, and he thought there was going 
to be an accldimt. The collision oc- 
curred almost Immediately after and 
Jones ran for his boat to see if he 
could render assistance. The Victoria 
blew one short blast and he saw the 
steam of the whistle. She did not stop 
her engines till she struck. 

There was considerable discussion 
about the Chehali.s' course, and it 
seems that the appellants contend that 
she was following the usual course for 
boats of her size, and wa.s making for 
the water works building and Intend- 
ing to take advantage of the eddy there 
' in order to avoid the full force of the 
tide. Jlr. Martin stated that the Vic- 
toria's log showed that both the Che- 
halis and the launch were swinging to 
port, contrai'.v to the-evldence given 
by Capt. Griffin and on thai., 'ground 
asked the cburt to dllsbisilieye Ittfe cap- 
tain's evidence.: He' alsofiinder- 
stood to assort that the IftB' had In some 
way been changed, ' tb'piugh ; this was 
denied by Mr. Bodwell.' ' 

Other Evidence 

Continuing his analysis of the evi- 
dence, Mr. Martin referred to the testi- 
mony of James Cotton wlio stated that 
the Victoria blew one whistle just as 
she was on top of the Chehalis (the 
defense contends iliat two were blown) 
and did not slow down until she struck. 
The Victoria started an hour behind 
time. The .rvldence of Dean, / the 
Chehalis' engineer, referred to by Judge 
Martin as biassed, was to the same ef- 
fect. He said the Victoria came along 
full speed with a bone six feet high 
her mouth, and "roared like Niagara" 
when she struck the tide. This witness 
could not see how Capt. GrlfHn could 
have run them down If he had noticed 
the boat, unless he was crazy. George 
McCartney, another Victoria passenger, 
said tlie ■Victoria blew one blast and 
that he heard the engine bell ring just 
as they struck, but not before. 

Capt. Hawse's evidence was also 
dealt with. He does not seem to have 
known that the Victoria was behind 
him tin she whistled, when he had just 
time to put tho helm to port and blow 
a short blast, when lie was knocked out 
of the pilot house, the Victoria going 
right over hint. Ho said he was at 
the helm himself and was having quite 
a time kceiiing the Chehalis on her 
course against the tide and was not 
bothering about ships behind hini. The 
window at the back of the pilot house 
was only a foot deep, and the doors 
were of ' W(^iod, the (me to jiort being 
closed and the other open. This point 
Is of importance as a witness claims 
to have seen what lie was doing from 
the -Victoria which is impossible If 
the door was shut as he says. 

'i'here ensued a discussion in which 
the bench joined as to whether he 
should not have had a lookout behind, 
and as to whether he should not have 
himself looked out for Ships coming 
Iioliind him. 

Mr. Martin was still on his feet when 
the court rose for .the day, the case 
being adjourned till 11 tttJs - morning. 
The hearing will last for two more 
days and probably tl^ree.

SAANICH PENINSOLA 

Vancouver. Mail Secures Option 
On Property And Operations 
-Are Under Way 



tiermau capital, millions or it, it Is 
isaid, is Ijehind coal-borliig: o])cra- 
tlons which were titarteil the lalter 
liart ol' last week on North Saanic-ii 
peninsula witliiii eigliteou niiicH of 
Victoria, and tliree rnlleK of Sidney. 
T)ie advent of CJerman capital niarlcs 
a new, .era in tlie development ol' the 
mineral wealtli ot Brlilah Columbia 
as to date, but little 'of the wealth of 
that nation has .sougfht undertakings 
in this province. 

Quietly, for the paat two months, 
A. V. Alvon.'^lei.ien, of Vnneouver, who 
. represents the unlimited iinancial in- 
terests in tiio North Saanlch opera- 
tion.s, has been buying land and 
gathering up options. On Wednesday 
lie liad the entire North .Saanich 
peninsula In his possession by pur- 
elin.se and bond, and on Thursday a 
l)orlng machine was in.stalled on the 
western part ot the peninsula, wliero 
it is believed tliat ilrillinK offers pos- 
.'iibly tlio best opportunity of success. 
Altogether four thousand acres is 
now under the control oC Mr. Alvens- 
, ieben, including: the entire sli:)ro line 
; of tiic peninsula. 

In tile opinion of engineering ex- 
..perts who spent several luontlis look- 
ing over the field, .studying- the forma- 
tion of the peninsula and tiiat of 
Vancouver island adjacent, there 
is every pTonilso of coal in commer- 
cially paying quantities bolng encoun- 
tcrorl .whero . drlUins has been com- 
mejic«d. To the south of Comnx the 
crystallne rocks Intrude only to 
give 'yray further south to the coal 
mea^u^es, of Nanalmo below which 
the 'crystalline rocks again appear 
.and ■• disappearing In the Cowlohan

DeeiJ ^water obtains all along the

tions di.scioso the presence of coal. 
This , proximity of the mines to the 
water would bo an enormous advan- 
tage in the matter of the cost of

v; The first of these concern reservoirs 
^,ana; their development. 

It Is manifest that future develop- 
ment, of, Bi;ltlsh . Columbia to a very 
great I, extent depends upon reservoirs. 
The small streams. heading in the low 
mountains are "apt to become _ low at 
the period of the, year when -water is 
most, needed. There Is an excess of 
, .lyater at othec' seasons. In many of 
'.these f bases there 'are splendid reser- 
voir sites,' some of which can be Im- 
proved at an absurdly low cost. There 
iire other natural lakes which touch 
iU)on private land. Any development 
of ttie fruit iiilorests require water 
hue in the season wlien the stream i.? 
low'. Tlic storage of water becomes, 
tliorcfore, of extreme importance and 
of .very g-rciit value. Whatever may 
lie It.s value to tiio inunodiate owner, 
it is of still greater value to the pro- 
vince as ;i whole, and iionee in my 
judgmejit It is of extreme importance 
to the province that iniprovoment of 
this character sliouid be cncoiiraged, 
and power bo given so that ])ro.jects 
of till.-; character may be I'acilitatod. It 
seems that luider i)resent condition,-; a 
Ijcrson wlio wants to store water does 
not liavo tile right to (!.\propriato larui. 
This power is a fundamental one, and 
tlie use is projierly a pulilic use. It 
lias been found tiiat the benefit to an 
individual is an exceedingly .■;mail 
part of the benefit to the public. The vision of tli 
present situatiun, therefore, renders it 
possible for one man owning a small 
tract of land to hold up an enteriirise 
and play the policy Ot a "dog in a 
manger." This is exceedingly unfor- 
tunate , ^nd contrary to public policy. 
The power to expropriate does not ne- 
cessarily mean that it needs to bo ex- 
eriilded. It Is found by experience 
^tliat the fact that it Is known that 
feuch a'pow^r exists makes it much 
inore probable that an agreement ma.s 
be reached without the exercise of the 
jiower. 

■ In connection v.'itli re,-crvoirM, tliere 
also -associated • tiie rigiit to use the 
streams to .transpoj-t tin; water from 
the reser\'oir to the i.'aiial. There 
should be no question aljiJUt this riglit. 
Water wiien once stoi-ed in tiie reser- 
voir I'i'om. i'lood- or other uniiseil wa- 
ter lieeoines more, particularly ]irivati' 
j)ropert.\'. it lias be(ui stored and 
.saved by tlie I'oreslglit and tiio ex- 
pense of llie owner of the re.-servoir. 
Otherwise, it would liav<v .gone to 
waste; lii.y enterprise sliould b(> en- 
couraged. Wlien once stored in tlie 
reservoir and saved' to a time wlien 
needed, tlicn his right to the water 
sliould be recognized as a matter of 
common jtistice and a mjitter of lui- 
ees.-!ity of develoiunent. Tliei-e are, 
however, some ca.^es arising in tlie 
lirovlnce where such riglit lias not 
been recognized. or at least disiniied. ir 
any doubt, exists, I should ])y ail 
moans recommend that it be settled 
by- the Inclusion of a clau.se wliicii 
Bpectfically-rocognl'/ca the right to use 
the natural, streaDis fpr such purposes. 

The natural limitations to the use 
of a. reservoir or to such' ..use of a 
stream are that the rights of others 
«hiill not bo infringed upon, and this 
means tliat the owner shiill, not take 
out morn than he puts ln,.'dnd might 
))o.-^sil)ly suiter his portion of tho loss 
of the .■^troaiu in acreage.- "This loss is 
a question of fact. ' It varies under 
different conditions and provision 
lUecds to bo made or its detennlnatlon 
and al.so metins taken for determin- 
ing the amount whicli Is turned into 
.the stn.'am. Confusion has sometimes 
iirl.sen in the pr.-ictlcal admini.slratlon 
of reservoirs by tl-,e illlliculty lU' deter- 
minin.g wlie;iier the ajimunt tinned 
out of the reservoir is equal to thall 

whii'li entei-s, at times when tlie re- pi^iwer to ptiss pi'omptly uiion walir 
servoir is not entitled to store. This ] ciuestlons. If such commission lias 
dltllcultj- I met by the use of a guagr;|siieh authority, to examine into fne 
rod and by records of the height of various rccord.s of older .sti-oams It 
water in tlio reservoir.

level of the water remained tlio same, 
ti'.er) it wa.s evident that storage was 
not going out. The details of sucli 
management would naturally be work- 
ed out by the proper oflicer, and some 
Uiscretion should b") left him to adopt 
the best method fitted for the particu-t 
lar case. 

Depends on Reservoirs. 
Apparently a large pHvt of the de- 
veioiJinent of Britislt Columbia de- 
pends upon the ability ■■tito.ttconi^truct 
such reservoirs of large ' 6r 'srhail ca- 
liacity. 

A second important defect is that 
relatiii,g to records, in this case the 
present situation in Bricish Columbia 
is very niucli the same as it has been 
in Colorado, I have gone over the re- 
cords on file in tlie oliice of the chief 
commissioner of public lands, and spe- 
cially examined the records of tlie 
early years. T'lie similarity in the 
cliaracter of tiio records and the early 
claims in Colorado ute romarkable. 
TJiey liave the same faults and load to 
very much the same case troubles. 
Tiiey are Indefinite in character. The 
land to wljloh sthey apply is often 
poorly defined or, not defined at all. 
The .amount of water is not capable of 
e.vact definition. The amount of the 
record Is almost invariably that which 
the claimant asked for and not what 
he actually needs. In 'many , oases, 
perhaps in most cases, thid has yet led 
to .no great difflcultles. On some 
streams already there has been seri- 
ous trouble, i'.nd the only rca;jon wliy 
it ha.s not lieen more serious or lias 
not been evident on a greater numoer 
of streams is simply because the de- 
velopnieiit has been slow and thus the 
jiressure has not been very greatly 
felt. In a few cases the difiioulty has 
been encountered and is only an indi- 
cation of what will be met on nearly 
all tlio ^jtreams of the jn-ovince with 
future development unless some steps 
are taken to deal with the issue. 
A Delicate Question 
The question Is unduubtedly a deli- 
cate one, for people whose rights are 
affected are jealous of any move whicli 
may seem to disturb tliem, and yet the 
question is so serious a one that it 
needs to be faced, and the sooner it 
can be met and disposed of the less 
Will be the difficulties and con.'ieaueiit- 
ly the better can the problem be met. 
The fact that the riglits in British Co- 
lumbia depend •upon the record of the 
grant from the" gov'ernment, renders it 
possible for parliament to treat the 
matter better -than it Could be treated 
in the States. Great care needs to be 
exerciseu that, the rights are not inter- 
fered with arbitrarily. Undoubtedly tiio 
users would have a right wlilch migiit 
be recognized as a moral right even if 
it Is not fundamentally 'a legal one, 
and It would hot be recognized as good 
policy to arbitrarily disturb these 
rights or to - unsettle them. ;At the 
same time the' sltiaation Is so fraught 
with greater difficulties and the dis- 
turbance of rights and of values is so 
great under the present conditions of 
over appropriation which have grown 
up under the past situation that I 
would very stron.gly recommend some 
decided action that would enable the 
situation to be met. 

The conditions differ on different 
streams and oonsequently the remedy 
that might bo .suitable on one might 
quite possibly be unsultcd on some 
other. Hence there should be some 
means by which a stream could be 
taken by itself, the facts Investigated 
as they exist, the evils that liavo aris- 
en investigated, some means to deter- 
mine tlic amount actually needed or 
the amount whicli has actually been 
used, and then power to revise the re- 
cords' to correspond. From considera- 
tion of this subject or one almost ex- 
actly similar to it, extending over 
some eight or ten years, this seems to 
me to be the mo.st feasible way to take 
care of a delicate and difficult situa- 
tion which .will become worse fs time 
goes on. 

A Solution of Difficulty 
This might bo done through the 
court or through some other body like 
a commission or a provincial expert 
official, as mighf be thought best. 
I'Yom observation and experience in 
this country and from -many discus- 
sions with attorneys, I am very, very 
strongly ot the opinion that a coniniis- 
,sion or an officer of the government 
would be the most satisfactory way. 
The very fact that he is not confined 
to the procedure of a court gives a 
freedom of method which is almost 
necessary to get at the facts. It is to 
a great exiont true that tlie stronge.-^t 
evidence will be obtained on the 
ground, and not from the tongues of 
witnesses, and tlio commission or the 
exi)ert, if proixu-ly qualified would be 
able to ascertain the facts and to de- 
leriiiine a sulistantially (.■<!uital)le re- 
records. It would i>ri)b- 
Ide tliat there should ex- 
ist an a]i|ieal to the court to avoid 
111,'uiit'est injustice or to insure that the 
finding lias been based upon sufficient 
care and evidence. If these have been 
exercised, the finding should not b.e 
likely dli5turbpd, and should, I believe, 
remain effective unless lack of sucli 
care lia.s bee-n exercised. 

Origin of Rivalry 
Tile managejiient of this i)rol)leni, as 
has lieen nK-iitioueii, is a didictite i.me, 
fur it iiivoi\ es not only the problem of 
getting essential justice, but it also 
involves to a great extent the problem 
of creating confidence in the justice 
.of the decision. People are mors (rrone 
,to dispute over their water rights than 
over almost any other issue. An in- 
teresting relic of this feolins, even in 
ancient times, is Involved In a word 
that has come down to us from ancient 
times, and althougli llie word now has 
a different significatioir, yet it em- 
bodies the sense of a bitter feeling. 
This Is a word wliicli originally meant 
'iie two peojiio who took water from 
tlie same artificial water coui'.^e; in 
other words disputants over water 
rights, and these were termed '■i-Iviils," 
I'^oni tliat (la>- to tills usiu-s of water 
iiavo been very sensitive over any 
question wiiicli affected tlieir riglil,-f 
and (■onsequenlly, wliile tlie essential 
equity niiglit be determined b.\- an ex- 
pert, tile otiU'r necessity of csttiblisli- 
Ing confitii'iiee and aequiescenee in 
tile rosnlt as fi:iund could iirobably be 
obtained by a Ijody of larger nuinlier 
— a coniniission. It has been found in 
most experiences that the essential 
elements of water disputes are a-ather 
problems solved by a complete knowl- 
edge of , fiiets than a knowledge of 
law. Our lawNirs themselves in the 
Wcstein United .Slates recognize the 
complexity of ilie iiroblenis, and thnt 
lhc>- are modt apt to be solved rightly 
when tiiorc is a linowledge of tho wat- 
er problems and sonic knowledge ot 
law, rather than wlion there Is' a great 
knowledge .Of law and a small knowl- 
edge of water conditions. In most 
cases, furthermore, an immediate rlo- 
clslon is needed and summary action 
needs to be tiiken. Ifence there is In- 
creasing f(>eling in Colorado at least, 
ev-en among attorneys tlial there 
shoidd IK! a separate water court, wllli 



nosses, to determine facts on tho 
ground itself, and to bo constituted so 
that It will have tho inclination and 
the power to examine into the facts as 
they exist, and then to decide iln; ac- 
cordance therewith. 

Water Administration 

A third matter that will soon be- 
come pressing in liritish Columbia Is 
some form of water adminl-Uration. 1 
have personally been reluctant to make 
such recoininendation, but wlti'i much 
thought given to the various questions 
that arc ari.iing and class of questions 
that seem bound to arise, they nearly 
all lead to tho desirability of some 
form of water admlniatratloh. 'Wheth- 
er this should be under, the -.charge; of 
the office of chief • co'mmlssloher • of 
lands, whether It should bo In tlie form 
of a conimlssion, whether it should bo 
a separate office or in what particu- 
lar form, is a matter of secondary mo- 
ment. It is already manifest that on 
tho atrcani.s where the records al- 
ready exceed the flow of the stream 
that serious locifl feeling has already 
developed. It is common enough in 
such cases for one to take what he 
can, to build his dam with only such 
consideration for the riglits of otlicru 
as ho may be forced to give, Then 
there arises the tearing out of the of- 
fending dam by the injured party. 
Sometimes that occurs by violence; at 
any rate tho situation is not condu- 
cive to good feeling. 

When action is called for by tho 
court, it Is one not apt to bo adapt- 
ed to the situation. The action is 
apt to be deferred, and Is like bring- 
ing a ponderous piece of machinery 
where a sm;i!l mechanism would suf- 
llce. The condition calls for con- 
stant ■ supervision to moot tho vary- 
ing, fluctuating now of the stream 
and to meet the varying conditions 
from day to day. No user wants a 
constant flow. Some one wltli sum- 
mary power to act from tlie situa- 
tion as it develops from day to flay 
or even from liour t.o hour, is needed 
on these streams. This, I believe, 
will be best accomi)lislied If such men 
as may be required should be under 
tho general supervision of some re- 
K|)onsible power higher up, wlio can 
give general directions and to whom 
may bo exercised ' to right of anpeal. 

Such officer should have the power 



to cause each canal to construct ai-jof 's the -diity Of water or the amount 



suitable regulating gate, a, measur 
ing device, so as tp give a means of 
distributing the water In accordance 
wltli the recprds. 

The expense of such admintstra- 
tion would bo the greatest objection, 
but tiiat need not bo large, in com- 
parison with the benollt that would 
result, and especially wlien it Is 
realized what a future lies before the 
agricultural part of British Colum- 
bia, It is only a question of time 
when such an officer or office will 
need to be provided for. The revenues 
that are ' recelvied from . that water< 
records are many times, -the cost of 
any such admlnlstratlbn. The im^ 
mediate benefit would jirobably -be- 
to soon increase the revenue .more* 
than in proportion to • tha additional 
cost, but at any rate If It did not do 
this It would isavo the publlo<ithe> ex- 
pense of enormous lltlgattdtt" 'or 'pre- 
vent the neighborhood .dlfHcultles 
that are the.sourQe. of much public 
tribulation. So far as the extension 
of . such, administration .is. conceriied, 
it should naturally be ad£ipted«^''to 
growth. The streatihs 'WhTch "would 
require supervision' are at present 
few, and these could be taken up in 
the order in which adiijinistration Is 
most needed. Tho same thing is 
true of the investigation and settle- 
ment of tho excessive records. Such 
an officer could allay disputes, could 
solve dilllcuit problems, and thus 
smooth the way of the government. 

Tile points above mentioned are 
the most important, wiiich develop in 
the consideration of the situation in 
British Columbia. Tliero are in ad- 
dition many minor points, many of 
tliem isolated. It i.s not to ijc expect- 
ed that a law can be drawn up at 
this time that shall be perfect or 
shall meet all future conditions wliich 
may arise. It is more imjiortant that 
it siiould have within itself tho pos- 
sibility of development: that it 
should meet tlie principal classes of 
(luestions; tliat it should be clastic 
so as to adapt itself to the growth o't 
tlie future. If a law could be made 
that winiid perfectly meet all difll- 
culties that now exist, it Is undoubt- 
edly true that within a fcu' years

some questions would arise which 
were not now forseen. 'I'lie one les- 
son wliich it is desirable to draw from 
tho Colorado, experience which is 
typical is tliat a constant evolution 
is taking place and tlie laws and the 
decisions and the adniinistration 
nuist develop to meet these as they 
arise. 

Unit of Measurement 
Of some minor questions one is tho 
unit of measurement; a simple mat- 
ter apparently, and yet It involves 
the source of much ditliculty. The 
use of water in British Columbia as 
in tho western United States has ap- 
parently been a development of the 
early California, miners' rights and 
thus came the use of some of the 
many forms of the miner's inch. This 
has been a convenient term, but has 
lacked the necessary cieinent of <i 
miit. The characteristic of a good 
unit is that it Is one which has a 
definite value at all times and all 
places and vvlilch can be repeated or 
re-measured with certainty. Now a. 
primary ditBculty with any ot the 
so-callod units which Is measured by 
the size of , the opeftlng, ujider a 
given pressure. Is that is' a. varying 
quantity. Ten' Inches^ Is more than 
ten times one inch, and one' hundred 
Inches la more- than ten tlnies teA In- 
ches when measured;. *under the form 
prescribed by custom;- The condi- 
tions are also such that the amount 
of water- flowing- through a given 
orifice may very easily be altered. 
Consequently It is far better to de- 
fine the quantity of water In all pub- 
lio> records in definite terms, as cubic 
feet per Second. ■ This is a definite 
quantity, does not depend upon llie 
manner in which it is measured, and 
as the necessity arises It can be 
measured with a greater degree of 
refinement. At 'prissont the weir is 
in most cases tlie best nietliod of 
measurement to determine the cubic 
quantity and cubic feet per second, 
but no single method is at all essen- 
tial and tile objection to the miner's 
inch may be lessened, If not entirely 
removed, by defining as a cubic foot 
per second. 

Dtty of Water 
Another matter of considerable im- 
portance which has oCten been spoken 



of land - which a given (luantlty of 
water would irrltjate. This Is subject 
to such wide var.'ations, according to 
conditions and to legitimate variations, 
that I should feel It would bo unwise to 
fix a quantity unless there was some 
liossibility for a revision in some cases. 
In tlie case of heavy soils and sandy 
.soils the quantities would differ. In 
the case of fruit or grain, in the case 
of soils underlaid with gravelly' sub- 
soli, or those with impervious sub- 
soil, tho conditions may vary very 
much. The records have, however, so 
often' been excessive that It would un- 
doubtedly be beneficial to fix a sum 
as a guide that should be liberal 
enough to cover most cases, and yet 
giving an opportunity for some varia- 
tion, if the projier oHlcer thought best. 
Tho record in most cases indicates 
rather the extreme rate at whicii the 
water may be u.sed at any one time, 
than the continuous flow. All things 
considered for tlie conditions of Brit- 
ish Columbia no single amount would 
probably be better than an amount of 
seventy-five acres p.ejft-:CuWo foot per 
seoond.sa-Thlft5<if*%ia(rtttrt«fiaf as^ a: con- 
tinuous flow, wouldijBoyer a tract near- 
ly two and a half '{^^^ in the, course 
of ninety days.. Tlils; Is more than 
would be required or„ could be us^d. ex- 
cept for a short period. The tendency 
of continued Ir^rlgalio^' Is .to fill the 
sub-soil, and thus .after a few years 
to decrease the amount of water re- 
quired. No one would use such an 
amount of water for ordinary crops. 
With hay meadows of the higher ele- 
vations or for meadows further nortli 
an amount niucli greater than this 
would probably be called for. At pres- 
ent such land.'; are not under irrigation, 
and apparently will not be for inanj- 
years to come, if they ever are. There 
are times when tiie owners of orchards 
or of -other lands requiring irrigation 
would want water at this rttte or per- 
liaps even at a greater rate for a 
iiniiteii time, ?Ieiico as ordinarily used, 
this amount would lie .a fair duty to 
adopt, and If made tlie ba.sis of record 
would be- lialile to cause very little in- 
justice, especially if ttiere lie some pro- 
vision for revision or e.\ainiiiation by 
an expert oflicer in case of appeal. 

It is manifest from the general c-on- 
ditlons of the province that tlien; is 
also destined to lie niuch development 
liy pumping of water from streams. 
Tiie questions tliat arise from tills ai.^ 
iiiueh simpler than tliose wlilc/i arise 
from reservoirs. The same riglit to 
expro|jriale land or right to occujiy the 
stn^am elmniiel witli pumps or water 
wlioels, aetuati-il Ijy the (.-urrent, slnmld 
also be encouraged. Tlie same ri.ght 
to exijro])riate siiould lie given to all 
striictiires of this kind ami to all the- 
neeessar.v i-onstruelion, like pipe lines 
or electric lines, if power is to be 
transmitted ek.ciricaily. 

A Fundamental Question 
.\ fundamentrtl question wliich has 
been the source of much discussion is 
as to whotlier water slioulil he tippur- 
tenant to the ia.iid or wliellier it could 
he separated and transferred from one 
use or one piece of land to another. 
lOngineers as a whole have fell that the 
water siiould be aiijiurtenant to tlie 
land and not capable to transfer. 
Through most of iii.v experience I have 
shared in this belief, but from later 
develoimiciits and from later experience 
1 tliiiik tills should not be a.Ijsolutc. The 
dlHienllies that liavo arisen from the 
right to trtinsfer have boon sucli an 
luLve come, to a great extent, fro;ii (Ex- 
cess records or from the fact that a 
transfer often affected tlie rights of 
others. It luis been manifest, however, 
that future uses cotild not bo forseen. 
Cities iiave developed, tnaiuifaeturles 
liave been esl.ublished that liavo re- 
quired Witter that could not have been 
anticipated. If there could not bo some 
way of obtaining water for such uses 
then tho development of the commun- 
ity is limited. An important manu- 
factory may'glve'tlie means of llveli- 
hood to Jiundreds-.of thousands, of fami- 
lies. "The amouhtv' Of water ■'%Yhlch it 
uses may be small /and It may 'become 
of .great public 'Inipprtahce that some 
mean's be. provided' to rneet tlie'so condi- 
tions when tlieyiarl^e. Likewise It may 
be a matter of li'uKHb wealth that water 
bo transferred from land producing 
coarse. product of small valnn to other 
lands whioli are ciipablc of producing 
higher products of greater value. The 
danger that has been feared is that tho 
water might be severed from its use 
and fall Into the hands of separate 
owners. There is also the liouble that 
1ms come from the excessive records. 
i\Ien who have liiul excessi\-e record.^ 
liave tlius sold a part of their record, 
and still retalnotl (Uiougli to .supply 
them wltli what water tliey needed, 
T'here liave also been cases where tho 
needs of land has lieen su|iplleJ by a 
seepage and where the owner has dis- 
jnised of his whole record for transfer 
and titlll had hl.s land watered com- 
pletely. Tliese have been abuses. The 
llrat difficulty would bo eliminated un- 



der the conditions of the record In 
British Columbia. I £im now convinced 
that there should be some right to a 
limited transfer. This should not be a 
right open without limitation, and 
should be subjeqt^-to.:,enqulry by com- 
petent officers;: lrtKieaeli';ease^^^^^ Evidence 
taken in court 'without reference to tho 
actual evidence in the field has been 
unsatisfactory, and therefore in case 
some administration la provldisd for, a 
better result will; bo secured by refer- 
ring this to that; ofllpe'br officer, and 
his decision be; taken ais' ilnal, subject 
to the proper provision that he be oom- 
potcnt, and the proper pains be taken. 

It would seem to mo the proper 
policy for the province to pursue is to 
be as liberal as is consistent witli the 
general interest. Every company 
v/hlcli attempts to develop an enter- 
prise eitiier on irrigation or ])0wer, is 
running many risks, and tho condi- 
tions may be very easily made so on- 
erous that development will be very 
slow. Unrestricted developments, or 
tho conferring of rights wliich may bo 
the subject of extreme speculation, 
may be troublesome. But, on the' 
other hand, it is jiropcr i!or the parlia- 
ment of a. new 7jrovince to consider 
whether the .-ulvantago in the in- 
creased settlement and the increased 
taxable property is a partial return for 
liberality in otiier respects. 

Fortns of Contracts, 

The forms of contracts made Iiy ir- 
rigation companies with its customers 
should bo subject to some .supervision. 

A company which starts out in good 
faitli and proposes to initiate an en- 
terpriso should be given a reasonable 
time for its construction and develop- 
ment. This siiould be a variable time, 
dc-jjeiuling upon the magnitude and 
diflicultios of tlie enterprise. It may 
easily be three or five years, and with 
some enterprises that will undoubtedly 
bo developed in tho province a longer 
period. It has been found by ex- 
perience in the States that the period 
of settlement or of full use of the wa- 
ter of large enterprises at least may 
be ten or fifteen years." Many oE 
thedo enterprises have been financial 
failures; one reason 'being the fact 
that the condition ' of tho laws and tlie 
interpretations of tlie court made it 
seem necessary for tlie canals to build 
to tlso full capacity at once, even 
though a largo portion of that capa- 
city might not bo called for for a num- 
bpr of yeaiW. Hence, some of the com- 
panies liave been swamped by tho ac- 
cumulated interest. Tills is not good 
policy, for in the long run, such extra 
expense becomes a charge against the 
land which it supplies, or, if It is .a 
failure. It reflects upon the commun- 
\ty. Tho point is to encourage enter- 
prise, made in good faith, surround 
with safeguards 'and not to load with 
such conditions as to prevent develop- 
ment. 

Some cases hare already developed 
in British C'olumbia where water is 
carried from one stream across a di- 
vide and u.iod on land in atiothor wa- 
terslied. So far. there are generally 
cases where the water is tal<eii from 
one tributary to another tributary of 
a larger stream. Some objection may 
bo made to some of tliesc cases in tlie 
future. Tlie practice is a natural de- 
velopment, and in many cases it is to 
be encouraged, Tlie practice has been 
verv extensive in Colorado. Some 
canal.3 have been built at an .elevation 
of over 10,000 feet, long tUnriejs have 
been constructed, and as .a matter of 
fact, water brought from "the Pacific 
slope to the Atlantlp, fjriie e^ential 
element for ' determination is whether 
the water is beneficially used' and 
whether It Injiirlousiy affects tho pre- 
vious rifejjtf of.., others. Where such 
questions, ate properly shown, no diffi- 
culty has been made to the carriage of 
water to another %vatershed. • 
Milch to Commend. 

In the laws of British Columbia re- 
lating to water, there is much to com- 
mend, and the f.act ..that nothing has 
been said of other points does not 
mean that it Is otherwise.' Attention 
has been given In this report more 
particularly to the -points where sup- 
plementary e&\iaeB need to be added, 
or the act changed In order that trou- 
ble" should be prevented In the future. 
The conditions of British Columbia 
are much more favorable for the im- 
provement of conditions by remedying 
.some of tlie greatest defects tlian are 
the conditions in most of the United 
States. I have been particularly en- 
couraged by finding that some of the 
diflieuities whicli have Ijoen tlie most 
serious in American legislation, lliat 
relating to riparian rights, lias al- 
ready been considered by your jurists. 
In a ca.?e many years ago wliieli arose 
from :i controversy in British Colum- 
bia, one of your jurists stated: "it 
would be useless to expect tli.'tt tlie ta- 
ble lands upon mountainous ranges 
Htretcliing tlirougliout the colony 
.should ever attract Bottlers ujiou 
them, or tliat the stable wealth of the 
colony should ever lie worked benefi- 
cially if riparian proprietors of land 
should bo permitted to set up the com- 
mon laWs of lOiiglaiid a,^■aillst flu- ad- 
vanceiiieni of th-j material interests of 
tlie cidony. 

While undoubtedly it would be wise 
to revise the water act, yet the most 
necessary changes can be included in 
a few headings, as already Indicated,

and these may be summed up as, first, 
a roeosnition of the right to ',st,ore; leva- 
tor in reservoirs, to exproprlatoV land 
for that ptirpose, to 'carry "water 
through, natural streams. . Second, a 
means' "of investigating and handling 
the excess records that already exist 
on streams and to adjust to the situa- 
tion as found. For this, a commission 
would seem, to me. to j;e the most lilte- 
ly to ostablish\confldencc,.,as well ns 
to obtain an "eelultable 'decision. Third, 
a water administration. 'This could 
best ha with one responsible head and 
might be under such provision as ac- 
cords with tlie genius of your institu- 
tions. Fourlh, most of the other de- 
sirable changes would come as a con- 
sequence of tiiese provisions. Tho 
water adniinistration needs to be elas- 
tic onougii to fit tlie needs as they de- 
velop. Tiio most pressing needs of the 
excess records on tlie streams where 
the need is already felt should be ta- 
iton care of now. On most streams 
the need is not as yet pressing, but tho 
adniinistration should be provided 
with means whereby it could investi- 
gato other streams, ascertain needs of 
those wlio apply for records,. and 
should pass upon the recoi:ds of- tl)o 
future so that the diflieuities of these 
cases will not arise again. 

In closing, tho province siiould be. 
congratulated ujion the great natural 
resources. While they are evidently 
great in many lines, tliere is no ciues- 
tion of their greatness -in the lines- of 
agriculture and fruit raising, and that 
this greatness and the dlffioultles of 
the future will bo materially affected 
by tho wisdom- of the . legislation of 
this and succcedin.g porllaments. 

It is liie evidence of history that a 
country once irrigated always con- 
tinues to irrigate and the practice ex- 
tenilH; it is the support of tlense popu- 
lations: it is the principal wealth of a 
prosperous and contented community, 
and though governments rise and fall, 
even though civilizations perish or 
(•hange, that small ;and apparently 
ephemeral- structure- of Irrigation per- 
sists, and reipalns throughout all tho
